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The question for the people to decide next 
Novem ber is not w hether th ere shall be a 
radical and sw eeping change of tariff policy, 
but who her there shall be a conservative 
and cautious change of tariff rates. 
The protective i rinciple is not involved 
In this cam paign 
th e Dem ocratic party 
does not assail it. and th e Republican party 
is simply dodging th e real question when 
it pretends to be defending w hat nobody 
assails. 
The tariff constructed by tho Mills bill is 
a protective tariff. 
It is, indeed 
a high protective tariff, 
higher than the Republican tariffs of 1870, 
3872 and 1874. during which years the 
average rate of duties was about 38 per 
cent., whereas t lie Mills b ll imposes an 
average rate of aliout IO per cent. 
To say th a t an average tariff rate of 40 
per cent, is free trade when an average 
tariff rate of 3* per cent, was conceded by 
everybody to be high protection is absurd. 
The 
Dem ocratic proposition is for a 
lower tariff ami an enlarged free list. 
If any m an desires to see this a free trade 
country he w ants to abolish the tariff, sweep 
sway all im port duties, and close up all the 
custom In us s; and if lie w ants that, the 
Democratic policy is not his policy, for the 
Dem ocratic party does not pro ose, and not 
one of its leaders lias ever dream ed of pro­ 
posing. any such thing. 
The Re publican argum ent is th at a lower 
tariff woo Id be disastrous to tile industry 
and business of the country, and it seeks 
to alarm til© people by pointing to E ngland 
and a-serting th at free trade has destroyed 
her industries and m ade her people | oor. 
R ut this is m erely begging the q uestion; 
because, e 'e n though England m ay have 
been injured by free trade it does not, 
therefore follow th at the United States 
will he in ared by a 40 per cont, instead of 
a 47 per ■ ent. protective tariff. 
This country has tried in its own history 
the experim ent of a low tariff as well as of 
a h gh tariff, hut it lias never tried free 
trade, and there is no prospect th a t it ever 
will. 
Between the years 1840 and I860 the 
U nited States laid a low tariff. The high­ 
est rates of duty during th a t period upon 
any class of m anufactured goods was 30 per 
cent., and upon m ost kinds of cotton goods 
it was only 25 per cent. 
lf the Republican argum ent is sound the 
industries of New England m ust have suf­ 
fered severely in th a t period of low tariff 
rates. 
But w hat are the facts shown by th e cen­ 
sus returns of 1850 and 1860? 
U nder th a t low tariff, with rates only half 
as Ii gh as those fixed by the Mills bill, 
the value of all our woollen m anufactures 
increased over 42 per cent., tho num ber of 
hands employed increased 18‘a per cent., 
nnd.the total am ount of wages paid in ­ 
creased nearly 37 per cent. 
U nder the same low tariff th e increase in 
the value of New E ngland’s cotton m anu­ 
factures wa* over 81 percent., while there 
w ere 28 per cent. m ore hands employed, 
and the total am ount of wages paid to them 
increased 36 per cent. 
The m anufacture of hosiery in th e game 
IO years of low tariff m ade am azing strides. 
The va ue of the hosiery product of New 
E ngland increased 481 tier cent. 
Our groat boot and shoe industry thrived 
under low tariff as it never thrived before. 
The six New England States increased the 
value of th eir boot and shoe m anufactures 
by 83 per cent., and were turning out from 
their shops rpore boots and shoes in 1860 
th an all the States of 
th e 
Union put 
together had turned out in 1850. 
It is the sim ple tru th of history th a t tho 
low tariff rates enacted in 1846 stim ulated 
m anufactures, brought more em ploym ent 
and gave higher wages to th e laboring peo­ 
ple of New England. 
Hence it natu rally happened th a t in 1857 
nearly every congressm an from New E ng­ 
land voted for a bill cutting down th e low 
tariff rates of 1846 Brill lower by about 20 
per cent. 
N ine of th e IO congressm en from Massa­ 
chusetts voted for th a t still lower tariff act 
of 1857. Among them was General N. P. 
B anks, then the speaker of the House. 
If any Republican orator or organ a t­ 
tem pts to say th a t the low tariff of 1846 did 
not bring in a period of general prosperity 
we can call Jam es G, B l a in e to the witness 
stand. 
On page 196 of his book, “Tw enty T ears 
in Congress,” Mr. B la in e w rites as follows: 
The Whig victory of 1848 wag not sufficiently de­ 
cisive to warrant any attempt, even had there been 
desire, to change the tariff. General Tatlob had 
been elected without subscribing to a platform or 
pledging himself to a specific measure, and he was 
therefore In a position to resist and reject appeals of 
Hie ordinary partisan character. 
Moreover, the 
tariff of 1846 was yielding abundant revenue, and 
the business of the country was In a flourishing 
Condition at 
the time his administration was 
organized. 
Money 
became 
very 
abund­ 
ant 
after 
the 
year 
1849; 
large 
en­ 
terprises were undertaken, speculation was preva­ 
lent. and for a considerable period the prosperity of 
the country was general and appaiently genuine. 
, , . The principles embodied in the tai iff of 1846 
teemed (or the time to be so entirely vindicated and 
approved that resist anoa to it ceased not only among 
the people, but among tile protective economists, ana 
even among the manufacturers to a large extent. 
ho general was this acquiescence tnat In 1866 a pro­ 
tective tariff w as not suggested or even hinted by 
MV one of the three parties which presented presi­ 
dential candidates. 
So then we have th e indorsem ent of Mr. 
B laine for our statem en t th a t under a 
low tariff, levying rates only half as high 
as those levied by th e Mills hill, ‘‘th e busi­ 
ness of the country was in a flourishing con­ 
dition,” and the w orking of th a t tariff was 
so sausfactory th at not only the people, 
bu t “the protective econom ists” and “even 
the m anufacturers’' 
were quite content 
With it. 
Why try to confuse the m inds of voters 
by pointing to E ngland and w hat free trade 
has done for her people? 
This is not E ngland and free trade is not 
contem plated. 
A lower tariff is contem plated, and the 
people of the U nited States can judge by 
the r own experience, from 1840 to 1860, 
w hether a lower tariff is likely to be hu rtfu l 
or helpful to their prosperity. 
Mr. B la ine says squarely in his great 
book, w ritten in his retirem ent, w ith deliber­ 
ation and after evidently careful research, 
th a t a model ate tar ff was a great success 
the last tim e it was tried. Undoubtedly he 
Bays tru ly ,for the census returns of 1850 
and I860 fully susta n him. 
Are the industries of this country less able 
to thrive and prosper today w ith a 40 per 
cent. tariff than they were from 1846 to 
1860 under a 20 per cent, tariff? 
W ha has happened to m ake th e policy of 
low tariff, which Droved so healthy and in- 
vigo ating to all New E ngland’s industries 
tho last tim e it was tried, so destructive to 
tin in now? 
N othing whatever, and it will not be de­ 
structive to them . 


LOW T A R IF F . 


Experiences of the Country D uring a 
Period or Reduced Taxation. 
Tile period from 1846 to 1860 in Ameri­ 
can history is very rich in lessons for those 
Republican alarm ists who predict ruin if 
the tariff is lowered. 
As before stated the average rate of duty 
An 
allod wa* about 2£ per cent., which 


is 16 per cent, below the average rate th a t 
would be levied under the Mills bill. 
This country flourished under th at low 
tariff m uch better than it has done under 
the high tariffs th a t we have had since the 
war. 
It is quite natural th a t thi9 should have 
been so. because w ar is waste. 
To suppose th at a nation can endure tho 
waste of w ar for four years, and grow pros­ 
perous by I eason of taxing itself at a tre­ 
m endously high rate is silly. 
No m an can get rich by running into debt, 
m ortgaging his incom e for years ahead, 
and draw ing his yearly earnings to pay the 
interest. 
N either can a nation. 
Y et the high tariff apostles ask the people 
to believe th a t w hatever prosperity they 
enjoy today is m ainly due to the fact th a t 
they had four years of costly war, which 
created a vast national debt, and com pelled 
them to tax them selves as they had never 
been taxed before. 
t 
If th at be true, then the civil w ar was a 
blessing, and the return of peace iii 1865 
was a national m isfortune. Because, but 
tor the w ar thero would have been no big 
national debt, therefore no necessity for war 
taxes and v ar tariffs. 
If I he w ar could have been happily pro­ 
longed tour years more we m ight have had 
a w ar tariff twice as high, averaging, per­ 
haps. IOO per cent, instead of 47. 
T hat would have brought on the m illen­ 
nium of high protection and we m ight have 
discovered to a w ondering world the great 
tru th s th a t w ar is not waste, but saving; 
th a t taxes do not eat up. but add to a na­ 
tion’s resources; th a t the deeper a country 
gets into debt the richer it grow s; th at, in 
short, peace and prosperity are not partners 
at all. but th at war, waste, loss and taxation 
m ountains high are the true parents of 
profitable trade, high wages and general 
happiness. 
But w hat says the census record from 
1850 to I860? 
The cash value of farm s m ore than 
doubled between 1850 and 1860. 
It In­ 
creased 103 I cr cent. But from 1860 to 
1880 th e cash value of farm s increased only 
49 per cent. 
bo th at it would tak e over 40 years under 
high tariff to increase the value of our farm s 
as m uch as they increased in IO years under 
low tariff. 
The value of all real and personal prop­ 
erty increased 184 per cent, betw een 1850 
and 1860 under low tariff. Between I860 
and 1870. under high tariff, th e value of all 
real and personal property actually de­ 
creased over 3 per cent. 
Again, the total value of the products of 
our m echanical and m anufacturing indus­ 
tries only increased 52 per cent, from 1860 
to 1870, contrasted w ith an increase of 87 
per cent, betw een 1850 and 1860. 
High protectionists tell us th a t coal pro­ 
duction is th e best indicator of prosperity 
in all branches of m anufacturing. 
The census shows th a t between 1850 and 
1860, under a low tariff, the yearly product 
of our coal m ines increased 182 percent, in 
v#$he, th e m aterial used increased 1017 per 
cent, in value, the am ount paid in wages 
increased 137 per cent., the num ber of 
hands em ployed was larger by 143 per 
cent., and the am ount of capital invested 
increased 263 per cent. 
For th e fiscal year i860 the value of our 
foreign trade am ounted to $687,372,176, 
which was $45,000,000 greater th an ever 
before. 
Between 1850 and 1860 there were 2265 
ships and barks built in Am erican ship­ 
yards, under low tariff. In the 20 years 
th a t followed, under high tariff, only 1468 
vessels were built in our yards. 
Betw een 1850 and 1860. 21,600 m iles of 
railroad were built, an increase of 239 per 
cent, since 1850. From 1860 to 1870 the 
increase in railroad construction was but 
a little over 72 per cent., although the gov­ 
ernm ent rn th at period granted m illions of 
acres of public lands and m ade enorm ous 
loans to railroad com panies to help them 
build th eir lines. 
One m ore contrast betw een high tariff 
and low tariff prosperity shall be given. 
From 1850 to 1860 th e num ber of fam i­ 
lies increased from 3,598,240 to 5,210,934. 
The num ber of separate dw ellings or homes 
in 1860 was 4,969,692, so th a t in th a t year, 
after a long low tariff period, there were 
241.242 fam ilies in all the land w ithout sep­ 
arate homes. 
T hen cam e the high tariffs, and in 1870 
th ere were 536.510 fam ilies w ithout sepa­ 
rate homes, an increase of hom eless fam i­ 
lies of 123 per cent, in IO years. 
And in 1880, after IO years m ore of high 
tariff, th ere were 990,108 fam ilies w ithout 
hom es to call th eir own, a further increase 
of hom eless fam ilies of nearly IOO per 
cent. 
No fact sneaks m ore decisively than this 
of th e tendency of high protection. It is 
enriching the few and im poverishing the 
m any. The num ber of splendid m ansions 
is increasing, and the num ber of modest, 
hum ble hom es is dim inishing. 
The C a r n e g ie *, w ith their $1,500,000 a 
year, are more num erous, but the well-to do 
Am erican workingm an, w ith his simple 
home, m aintained in independent thrift, 
finds it harder every year to keep a sep­ 
arate roof ovei the heads of his fam ily. 
A n d r e w J a c k so n said: "It is not in a 
splendid governm ent, supported by pow­ 
erful monopolies aud aristocratical estab­ 
lishm ents, th at they (the people) will find 
happiness or th eir liberties protected; but 
in a plain system , void of pomp, protecting 
all and granting favors to none, dispensing 
its blessings like the dews of heaven, u n ­ 
seen and unfelt, save In the freshness and 
beauty they contribute to the earth*’ 
G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d , im bued w ith the 
sam e idea, is breaking the way for the peo­ 
ple. 
The pow erful monopolies w ant the high 
tariff kept high, and m ade higher. It is 
tho interest of the people to m ake it lower. 


IMPORTANCE OF T H E 
SUBJECT. 


A m ount of Money T a k en Out of the 
Pockets of th e People. 
The tariff taxes yield to the U nited States 
treasury every year about $200,000,000. 
Judge T h u r m a n , the 
ate S a m u e l J. 
T il d e n , and others, have estim ated th a t at 
least five tim es as m uch more fails to reach 
th e treasury, but goes into the pockets of 
th e protected 
m anufacturers 
and mine 
owners, in the shape of increased profits. 
If this enorm ous total, approxim ating 
$1,200,000 OOO, is com ing out of th e pockets 
of the Am erican people, then they are being 
taxed by th e tariff alm ost enough in one 
year to pay all th a t rem ains of the national 
debt, or quite enough in three years to pay 
the en tire national debt as it stood at the 
close of the war. 
T h at is enough to show the vital im ­ 
portance of the sub ect. 
Is this sum really com ing out of the Amer­ 
ican people? 
W il l ia m D. K e l l e y and G e o r o e F. E d­ 
m u n d s have lately w ritten m agazine arti­ 
cles in which they try to show w hat the 
Republicans often claim —th at the tariff 
taxes are paid not by the Am erican con­ 
sum er, but by the foreign producer. In 
other words, they think, or pretend to 
th ink, th a t fo reig n er pay at least the $200,- 
000,003 w hich is collected by the custom 
houses yearly. 
Let us frankly concede th a t there is in 
this claim just a shadow of tru th . 
There is just one case in w hich foreigners 
pay tho tariff taxes. It is the exception 
which proves the rule. 
W hen the supply of a foreign article is a 
foreign monopoly, then the foreign monop­ 
oly practically pays the duty. 
For tho 
monopoly regulates the price to su it itself. 
Mr. K e l l e y and Mr. E d m u n d s, when they 
tried to show th at the foreigner rarely pays 
the tariff taxes, took an exam ple like this. 
They cited the fact th a t tea was not cheap­ 
ened to the consum er when the tariff tax 
on it was abolished. But th a t was because 
the- supply of tea is virtually a monopoly. 
contd lied by a few men in China, and 
closely supervised by the Chinese govern­ 
m ent, 
■ 
B ut asideTiom this com paratively unirn- 
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W a s h in g to n , Sept. SO.—W hen General 
D udley was commissionei of pensions there 
wore a good many attorneys who had a 
“pull” on the office in th e m atter of getting 
cases advanced aud expedited, w hile other 
attorneys aud their clien s had to take very 
uncertain chances of getting 
a hoariug 
at ail. 
\V hen General Black took charge of tho 
office he enforced a regulation til*! all 
attorneys should receive the sam e treat­ 
m ent; th at no partiality should be shown in 
any direction. 
Tile com m issioner of pensions and the ad­ 
m inistration have had no more hitter m a­ 
ligners than flies attorneys from whom the 
special facilities were w itbdinw n. 
They 
have carried their hatred in t* their busi­ 
ness. and have endeavored to prejudice 
th eir soldier clients against tho adm inistra­ 
tion iii the face of (lie fact th a t it has turned 
out more pension certificates than was ever 
know n in the history of the governm ent. 
The following is a sam ple of a circular 
which one attorney hitherto favored by 
Dudley, has sent to his clients:

“Theories continue to m ultiply about him , 
lbs character and his purposes, but iii the 
m idst of the confusion the strong com m on­ 
sense of the people cam e to the place of 
expounder aud •interpreter. 
’It is a very

case, 
gentlem en.’ said common­ 
sense, ’You were all looking beyond, be.ow. 
around, any where but at the sim ple nature 
of things. This curiosity a t W ashington,this 
President w hoseem sto you to be inscrutable 
in his ways and strange in his methods, so 
rare in this life of yours, is sim ply an honest 
m rn, an honest man, w ith a great brain, in­ 
trepid heart and tireless v ig o r; an honest 
m an of indom itable perse\eram e, absolute 
fearlessness and conscious power: an hon 
est m an. who stands tor the right with the 
firmness aud serenity of the Rock of Ages 
itself. 
•’At last known and appreciated of all 
m en, he is hated and reviled, with a b itter­ 
ness of partisan m alignity, by the hosts of 
error: and he is still loved for the enem ies

h story of the rge, one of the noblest figures 
in th e life of the republic will be th at of 
Grover Cleveland.

RECORD BROKEN. 


Longest Session of Congress In onr 
History. 
W a sh in g t o n , Sept. 30.—W hen the two 
bouses of Congress are called to order at 12 
o’clock tom orrow the session will have be­ 
come the longest by 24 hours in Am erican 
history. 
The longest preceding session was th a t 
of 1850, the year of th e Missouri com­ 
prom ise, which was adjourned at noon of 
Sept. 3 a 
Cousiructively, th e session of 1808, fol­ 
lowing 
the 
im peachm ent 
proceedings 
against President Johnson, was 
longer. 
the adjournm ent sine die having taken 
place Nov. IO, but ai a m atter of fact Con­ 
gress took a six-weeds’ recess from July 27, 
and never afterw ards had a quorum or at­ 
tem pted to transact any business. 
The Hou e of Representatives has not 
had a quorum for several weeks, but such 
business as can be done by “unanim ous 
<onsent” has peen done, and as one of the 
regular appropriation bills, tho general de­ 
ficiency, is still before the conferees of the 
two houses, it cannot yet be said th a t the 
year’s regular work for either House is 
finished. 
The tariff bill will be reported to the 
Senate on Tuesday or W ednesday of this 
week and is to be taken up for debate on 
Monday of next week. 
The unfinished business of th e Senato is 
th e b ill to forfeit tho unearned portion of 
the N orthern Pacific 
land 
grant, upon 
which Senator Berry will tomorrow deliver 
a political speech, defending the public 
iaud record of the Democracy, in answ er 
to the speech of (senator Plum b last week. 
It is expected th at Senator Uolph will ako 
m ake a speech upon the m easure, after 
which it is likely to pass. 
'I he Abra W ard bill is also a special order 
for tomorrow. 
Senator C handler’s resolution looking to 
an invest gntion of political m ethods iii 
Louis ma, is likely to furnish the text for 
further political speaking during the week. 
The territorial adm ission bills are still 
recogn zefi as having certain rights of way, 
and next to them the consideration of the 


Sherm an tru st bill Is regarded as a possi­ 
bility. 
The Senate has, however, consistently 
disregarded all its program m es tor several 
weeks past and nothing but purely political 
m easures can be held to be probable sub­ 
jects of debate during the rem ainder of the 
session. 
The daily sessions of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives will probably be short, and 
little business of interest is likely to he 
transacted by th a t body during tho present 
week. 
The general deficiency appropriation bill, 
now in < onference. is O' pected to reach the 
House Tuesday or Wednesday.

UTAH COMMISSION UF.PORT. 


Nil.-nilii Not bf A dm itted to th e Union 
Until Polygam y I* Wiped Out. 
W ashington. Sept. 28.—T he m ajority re­ 
port of the U tah commission, signed by G. 
J. Godfrey, A. B W illiam s and A rthur L. 
Thomas, was received this m orning by tho 
secretary of tho interior. 
The recom m endation of the last annual 
report is renew ed th a t U tah should not be 
adm itted to th e Union until such tim e as 
the M rm on people shall m anifest by their 
future acts th a t 
they have 
abandoned 
polygam y in good faith, aud not then until 
an am endm ent shall have been m ade to the 
Constitution of the U nited States prohibit­ 
ing the practice of polygamy. 
The report adds th a t the convention 
which adopted tho proposed constitution 
upon which an appeal was m ade to Con­ 
gress for adm ission to the I Ilion, was held 
w ithout 
authority 
from 
any 
proper 
source. 
It 
is 
further 
asserted 
th at 
the 
proposed 
constitution 
is 
silent 
w ith respect to the crim e of polygamy, 
and th e com m issioners are of the opinion 
th a t the governm ent cannot aff i rd to sur­ 
render the great advantage which it now 
holds ami which has been se tired at m uch 
expi nso and trouble. They also th in k th at 
no harm can result from delay in tho ad­ 
mission of tho Territory. 
The report claim s th at the action of the 
Senate com m ittee in this m atter, in report­ 
ing th at thoro m ust be undoubted evidence 
on the part of the Mormon people oi the 
abandonm ent of polygam y before the Ter­ 
ritory should be adm itted as a .-date, and 
also th at of the House com m ittee, in report­ 
ing favorably tho prohibitory am endm ent 
to tho Constitution, supports the views of 
the m ajority of the commission. 
The recom m endation of last year, th a t 
tile governor of the T erritory be given 
power to appoint county officers, is re­ 
newed. The leg elative assem bly a t its sos 
mon in January last, the report states 
denied to the governor the right to appoint 
the T erritorial treasurer, auditor aud other 
officers, and it is added ; 
Thus is presented tho spectacle of the 
chief representative of the Federal govern 
m ent iii Utah being denied the r gilt to 
exerci e his legal authority, w hile at the 
sam e tim e the agents and leaders of those 
who are responsible for this action are at the 
capital of the nation, proclaim ing the loyal 
submission of the Mormon peopl 
to rite 
laws aud dem anding th at they be rewarded 
for it. 
"In our opinion," continues the report, 
"one of the chief causes for the long delay 
in the settlem ent of th e contest in Utah 
has been the o ercise of political power 
subordinate to the Interests of the church.” 
In com m enting upon the fact that the 
public schools of U tah are, witll the excep­ 
tion of a few districts iii Salt I ake City and 
in the m illing regions, under the control of 
tho Mormon church, the commissioners 
conclude 
riiat 
the

to

successful. 
will 
prove 
destructive 
to 
the 
public 
school 
system 
iii 
Utah. Tho recom m endation is therefore 
renew ed th a t superintendents of public 
seliools be appointable by the governor. 
D uring th e p a.t year the different religious 
denoirflnations had in operation PO schools, 
attended by 7442 pupils. 
The report ex­ 
presses the opinion th a t the work under 
the law of Congress w ith respect to the reg­ 
istration of voters and the conduct of elec­ 
tions. has been satisfactorily perform! d 
D uring the te a r there have been eight in­ 
dictm ents tor polygamy and four convic­ 
tions, 304 indictm ents for unlaw ful cohabi­ 
tation and 326 convictions. 
In conclusion, the commissioners express 
the opinion th at an energetic enforcem ent 
of the law's should be continued, as should 
also the political disabilities.

DEARER WOOL. 


Two Bark* Collide off Valparaiso and 
only One Man Survive*—Bursting of 
the Reservoir 
Causes 
$3,000,000 
Damage and Drowns Fifty Persons. 
N ew Y ork, 
Sept. 
26.—Advices from 
Valparaiso, via Panam a, Sept. 17, state 
th at the week ending Sept. 15 was one 
w ithout parallel for disasters attended with 
a lam entable loss of life in the history 
of th at port. 
Num bers of vessels were 
driven ashore and 
in some cases their 
crews 
drowned, 
or 
killed, 
by being 
dashed am ong the wreckage. The Fro ach 
bark Etoile du Sud was driven against the 
British bark Cambrian, the form er founder­ 
ing and the latter going down an hour 
later. W ith one exception, Captain Arm ­ 
strong of tho Cambrian, both of the crews, 
consist ngof about „0 people, were drowned. 
F u rth er detail* oi the bursting of the 
Mena reservoir at Valparaiso, on Aug. l l . 
winch caused tho death of over 50 persons, 
are a t hand, 
ib is reservoir, which was 
located near the city at an elevation ol 
about 9000 feet, had a capacity ot about 
64,000 cubic metres. 
The dam was con­ 
structed ot earth only. and its dim ensions 
are reported to have been 50 m etres in 
length, IT m etres in height. 40 m etres at 
the base aud lo m etres thick at the too. 
The catastrophe appears to have been 
precipitated by a landslide oil the side of 
one of the hills overhanging the reservoir. 
Below the reservoir ail em bankm ent had 
peen formed where the w ater rustled and 
spent a considerable of its force, At the ex ­ 
piration of half an hour the w ater in the 
hollow hogan to flow over the top of the cm 
I ankm ent, and shortly 
afterw ards this 
gave way and tho frightful work of de­ 
struction began. 
The catasiro ho was so sudden and un­ 
expected th a t tho destruct'on was immense, 
w hile th e loss OI life was also greet, as over 
50 bodies were recovered the fo lowing 
m orning and upwards of 20 patients were 
received in the hospitals and m any others 
received attendance in private houses. 
The dam age done is estim ated to am ount 
to nearly $ ,000.000. and the sufferings 
earned thereby have been immense. Gen­ 
erous, open-hearted hospitality and assist­ 
ance were rendered the sufferers on all 
hands, and subscriptions have been raised 
to assist m any who have been throw n from 
com fort into com plete destitution.

Republican Tariff Bill Adds 
a Further Tax. 


Sngar Cut 50 Per Cent,, and tile 


Lumber T ariff Left Alone. 


Over $70*000,000 to bo Taken Off In­ 


ternal Revenue. 


W ashington, Sept. 25.—Senator Allison 
kept his promise, and today subm itted his 
tariff bill to the full Anan e com m ittee, or 
at least th at portion of ii which was present. 
The bill was read to the m em bers ffy the 
clerk for an hour and a half, and when tho 
hour of 12 o’clock arriv ed - the tim e for tho 
m eeting of the Si nato—the reading was sus­ 
pended until Thursday, when it will bo 
again resum ed. 
All the m em bers of the com m ittee were 
loquested ty Senator Allison to regard the 
bill iii confidence, and not lo divulge its 
contents until it was formally presented to 
th e Senate, and in ease senators should be 
apt to bo forgetful and carelessly leave a 
copy of tho bill where some inquisitive 
new spaper m an could see it, they were not 
allowed to take them away, but before 
leaving returned them to the clerk, who 
im m ediately placed the precious docum ents 
under lock and key. 
A copy of the bill was banded to Senator 
H arr s, to be sent to Senator Beck at F ort­ 
ress Monroe. 
It was securely sealed, and 
will ho conveyed th ith er by a deputy ser­ 
geant at arms. whose place depends upon 
the fidelity w ith which he executes his 
trust. 
Owing to this in d u ctio n of secrecy, the 
further fact th at only a portion of tho bill 
was read this m orning, inform ation in re­ 
gard lo its contents is not very abundi n t 
tonight, but there has been some “ leak­ 
age” irs a m atter of course, and it is of a 
rath er interesting nature. 
In tiff* I rst place, the hill is not palatable 
to the Republican senators as a body, and 
before it can pas*—lf it can at all - it will 
have to he 
considerably 
patched 
and 
tin k ered : so m uch so, in fact, th at it will 
bear very little resem blance after it, has 
g"im through the patching operation to the 
hill as now fram ed. Th a tis one reason why 
the in unction of secrecy was imposed by 
Mr. Allison. 
Mr. Allison knew that im m e­ 
diately Ute bill was m ade public, he and a 
good many other sen at rs would he called 
upon to express their views. 
Sugar has b en cut 50 per cent, and lum ­ 
ber has been left where it now is. 
It is easy 
em ugh to understand how this program m e 
m ust strike Mr. Plumb, and with w hat 
wild W estern gusto and breezy em phasis— 
for the Kansas senator has a ready com- 
m aim of caustic language- ho 
W o u l d E x p ress H t s Opinion 
of such a bill and its fram ers. The senator 
m ust he "seen” by his colleague* before ho 
can be allowed to veiitilate his views to the 
general pub ic, and like a child who is in­ 
troduced to an unwelcom e sight he m ust be 
allowed to get accustom ed to it by degrees. 
Hence this secrecy. 
There are several other features of the 
bill wit ch are disliked by various senators, 
and it will require a good deal of m anage­ 
m ent to get even half hearted support for 
it. Bul Mr. Allison made the S ig n ific a n t 
statem ent today th at the bill m ust not be 
regal (led us a finality, but will he subject to 
revision and am endm ent w hen it comes 
into tho Senate; and as the discussion 
shows th at am endm ent or revision is neces­ 
sary. 
For th at reason, the hearings will be con­ 
tinued. One would think th at the senators 
had got about all the inform ation they 
needed on tho tariff, hut, apparently not. 
The bill will not comm nil itself to tho 
masses. It is a m isnom er to call It a re­ 
vision. It m l zht m ore pro) et Iv ne called a 
hill to increase the surplus, or tai iff revision 
w ithout reduction; for this hill will uot 
lighten tho burdens of taxation. 
It is very generally believed tonight th at 
tho bill will prevent $70,000,000 a vear 
from going into the treasury, aud th at this 
sum will i e m ade up of *28,oho,OOO from 
sugar, 828,000.000 from tobacco, $6,goo,(loo 
from alcohol used in tho arts, and tho bal­ 
ance. u hie Ii is only $8,000,000, from various 
sources. 
How can such a bill be defended'’ The 
necessaries, the things the people are nu st 
anx ous to have m ade cheaper, are lelt un 
touched. Lum ber raw m aterials like hem p 
aud flax, tin plate, not a pound of which is 
m ade in this country, anil countless other 
things, are piotected to the Ii It; but alco­ 
hol is made tree, although it is nderstood 
th at the ptoduets intow hic • alcohol enters. 
such as various eh' mieal compounds, essen­ 
tial oils, perfum ery, etc., have been left un­ 
touched. 
Perhaps this one item better than any 
other illustrates tho difference between the 
Mills and Allison bills. The former was 
draw n til the interests of the masses, and if 
it is not perfect it is as near so as earnest 
endeavor and conscientious work can m ake 
it. The A llis'ii bill gives a full meed of 
"protection” to a favored few. 
It puts $ 1,000,000 in the pockets of large 
m anufacturers, while the public will pay as 
m uch as ever tor tho product of this un­ 
taxed alcohol. 
Regarding this provision of the bill Mr. 
McMillin, who fram ed the internal lev- 
enuc portion of tho Mills bill, said tonight 
th at free alcohol 
Meant Mirnpl.v F re e W h i s k e y , 
lie said it would bo impossible to prevent 
the 
100.000 
druggists 
throughout the 
United States from com m itting frauds on 
the revenue, and if such restrictions were 
to be imposed as would prevent any but 
very big c< nsum ers iroin handling untaxed 
alcohol, the sm all 
men would be 
un­ 
justly discrim inated against. The advocates 
of free alcohol claim th at it can bo sub­ 
jected to a precess which m akes it unlit lur 
use as a beverage. 
This is known 
as 
m etliyllation, hut Mr. McMillin says th at 
there is considerable doubt w hether whis­ 
key can he successfully m ethyllated, and 
then w hether in th at state it can he used 
for in din mil purposes; besides 
which 
m ere is always the dangor of tieing de- 
inethvllatcd and brought back to its origi­ 
nal 
condition 
as 
com m ercial 
alcohol 
ready 
for 
use 
as 
a 
beverage, 
Mr. McMillin says the wavs and m eans 
com m ittee very fully considered that sub­ 
ject when their bill was being fram ed, and 
because of the danger of fraud decided not 
to take the tax off alcohol. But little can 
be learned about the Iree list, and ts pro­ 
portions m ust necessarily he som ewhat 
giusll. It is believed to consist principally 
of drugs and chem icals. Manila, jute and 
sisal grass aro also made free. 
The schedule on wool rem ains as at pres­ 
ent. with the exception of an increase of 
one cent, per pound on the fine grades. 
Some change is m ade in the worsted and 
woollen schedules. Iii addition to Hie cut 
of 50 per cent, ou sugar, while no radical 
change has been m ade ii classification, the 
consum er is gi en the benefit of a quarter 
of a cent a pound over the refiner.

The changes iii the m etal schedule are 
not m any. A slight cut has been m ade in 
steel r dis. 
It will I e seen from the foregoing neces­ 
sarily brief sketch of m e bill that it is 
distinctively a protection docum ent, and 
affords no real m easure cf relief from op­ 
pressive ta ation. W ith the e ception of 
the abolition of tile tobacco tax aud the cut 
on sugar, there has been no reduction worth 
m entioning, N othing iii fact, as com pared 
w ith 
the Mills 
biff, w hich reduces

tariff on prim e necessities. Perhaps

'lh e practical 
question now asked is: 
"W ill the bill be passed before election?” 
It is not likely th a t it can be. Senators, as 
a rule, are not noted for brevity iii debate, 
nor a e they given to hurrying themselves. 
Beginning with 
Oct. I, and it is not 
thought the bill will get into the Senate 
earlier, there will be 31 days, exclusive of 
Sundays, intervening until tho election. 
Unless some rule to lim it the speeches 
should be adopted, the 50 odd senators who 
are desirous of being heard would never 
crowd their argum ents into th at period of 
time.

people. 
T he m ajority report on the bill hasbeen 
draw n by Senator Aldrich. Tile rn acrity 
report will be draw n by Senators Harris, 
Vance and Beek, tho latter being now at 
work at Fortress Monroe, The Dem ocratio 
senators say they will have th eir report, fin­ 
ished so that the bill can be reported to the 
Senate next Monday. 


MUST STARVE TO DEATH, 


Or be Compelled to E at One A nother U p— 
H orrible Tales of D estitution *nd 
Cannibalism from A th ab ask a. 
W in n ipeg, Man.. Sept. 23.—A terrible 
tale of starvation aud destitution am ong 
tho Indians conies from the A thabaska and 
Peace river country. 
It conies in the form 
of a petition to the m inister of th© interior 
for Canada, and is signed by the Anglican 
bishop for hat diocese, six clergym en and 
m issionaries, aud several justices of the 
peace. 
It sets out th at, owing to the great m or­ 
tality of the heavers and other sm all gam e, 
the Indians botli last w inter and this sum ­ 
m er have been in a continual state of sta r­ 
vation. They are now in a com plete state 
of d estitut on and are unable to provide 
them selves w ith clothing, am m unition or 
food for winter. 
The petition says th a t on account of tho 
starvation and consequent cannibalism , a 
party of 29 Cree Indians was reduced to 
th ree in the w inter of 1886. In the Mac­ 
kenzie r u e r distr! t there were several 
eases of death by starvation, aud one or 
more of cannibalism . 
D uring last winter, am ong the Fort Chip* 
pewyan indians, between 20 and ,30starved 
to death, aud the death of u t'o rs was accel­ 
erated by wiint of foeti 
M m y indians, 
Crees, Beavers and Chipp wyans, at almost 
all points where there aro missions or trad ­ 
ing posts, would certainly have starved to 
death but for tile bein given by the traders 
and missionaries at those places. 
Scoret of fam ilies, having lost their heads 
by starvation, are now perfectly helpless. 
and m ust 
starve to death, or eat one 
another, unless help comes. The pooplo are 
greatly agitated over the unexpected fate 
of these poor people and heartrending 
stories of sufferings aud cannibalism con­ 
tinue to come in. 


DEATH STRUGGLE IN MID-AIR. 


C arried a T housand Feet Skyw ard, Then 
Dashed to E a rth —H orrible Accessory 
to a Balloon Ascension in O ttaw a. 
Ottaw a, Ont., Sept. 26.—T he m ost th rill­ 
ing and appalling spectacle ever witnessed 
by the people of this city occurred today in 
connection with a b a 'loon ascension at tile 
O ttaw a Industrial exhibition. 
About 5 o'clock this afternoon a balloon 
which was in process of inflation was su r­ 
rounded by a large num ber of young m en, 
several of whom were assisting in steady­ 
ing it. 
Suddenly a cry of horror was raised as tim 
air s..ip broke its m oorings and shot up­ 
ward, ' arrying with it a young m an nam ed 
Thom as W ensley, who had been carelessly 
holding on by a sm all rope attaened to th© 
ballot n. 
U glier and higher lie sped on his fatal 
flight, clinging by his hands ami suspended 
iii full vie" of the thousands of terror 
stricken ^pectin ors, his aged father being 
one of the num ber, b ut fortunately una­ 
ware th at his only son was the object of lits 
gaze. 
W hen about 1000 feet from the ground 
he gave a desoera' e struggle as though en 
tleavoring to sustain hts grasp, but a wild 
shriek from Hie crowd snowed th a t th e 
effort was in vain, and poor W ensley was 
hurled to th e earth, only to bo idoutllied as 
a mass of lifeless flesh. 
It was not iced that when he had descend­ 
ed apparently about loo feet 
his body 
turned and contorted as if in a dying strug 
gle, after which his descent was like th a t 
of a lifeless mass. 
The accident has cast a deep gloom over 
the whole city. T h e grief-stricken fath er is 
alm ost wild w ith frenzy.

For six m onths 
they have been at workhand the result is 
th at the process works like a charm and is 
destined to tiring up all th e low grade oils 
of Ohio and Indiana. A refining com pany 
w ith a capital stock of $250,000 has been 
formed, and the professor gets $50,000 in 
stock besides a royalty of $50,000 for his 
patent.

But few fanners in the Ohio valley plough 
j^-ound in the fail th at is intended for drops 
in th© spring. Th s r e m s strange to the 
writer, as he has always leon pleased with 
the result? of fail ploughing, and for several 
reasons: 
1. It can be done at less expense, as farm 
labor does not com m and the prices during 
the m onths of November and December 
th at the same labor would during tee 
months of March. April and May. Usually 
the team s are not .so busy in th e fall as in 
the spring, and will, if worked to their 
capacity, do more ploughing in one day 
than the same team* in the spring w ; ll or 
gtioukl do. for the reason th at the horses, 
because of their having com paratively little 
to do during the w nter rn nth s. are soft, 
and will not stand the hard work they will 
in the fall. 
2. As a rule, the ploughing is done in a 
better m anner in the fall, because usually it 
is not attended w ith the sam e rush and 
hurry that seem to take possession of the 
average farm er, or a en the progressive 
farm er: for the m m who can quietly s t p 
to take out a stum p, rem ove a large stone or 
bum a log neap. or even pull out and haul 
off elder roots, when ploughing on a fine 
day in April, is an exception. It is different 
in the fab. 
3. Quite a large p°rc*ntage of the land in 
the On;© ' a ley has a lunesione subsoil, and 
Gj manv p aces the I urnsione soli crops o u t; 
ami if this k indoi land is not ploughed until 
say early in May. and the w eather is drv 
and warm, it is alm ost impossible to reduce 
the cm d' or lumps to m ake m e field lit for 
corn or potatoes. Tnis kind of land, unlike 
the average mach ne agent or tree pedler. 
will l>eai acquaintance; and for pasture, 
w heat or corn cannot t e surpassed by any 
other kind of s ii in this section, but m ust 
he unde stood to be appreciated, 
hhould a 
farm er who has lieen raised in a section 
where th© I caudation of th e soil is of a 
sandy or gravelly nature, move to this 
count y and attem pt o p quito one of our 
lim stone fields for corn late in April, I am 
persuaded th a t he would abandon the idea 
in disgust: butfall ploughing will. through 
the action of the f rost, bring this land into 
excellent cond th n lor com, and this is true 
of many kinds of soil. 
I ne objection can he raised to fall plough­ 
ing. however. Should the w nter be very 
wet. the ground ploughed in the f til m ight 
Ie -erne som ething I ke m ortar and run to­ 
gether and when dry would be hard to fit 
For corn. To this I reply th at many of out- 
best farm ers advocate the semi solid se ri­ 
lled for most of our eadm g farm crops: and 
ii they are correl t. then the ex tra work to 
fit the ground for corn would not be h at, 
ami I nave concluded th at where a held 
was put in iirst-class condition before plant­ 
ing. it is but little trouble to cultivate it 
e tiler in corn or potatoes alter the crop is 
planted. 
The average farm er's garden is a failure, 
the result, I think, ol having too m uch on 
hand at the tim e th e garden needs atten ­ 
tion. Why. then, should not larm ers try 
lab ploughing as a remedy for th a t eyesore 
on many farm -- an unproductive, weedy 
patch calletl a garden? 
Nowhere have I 
seen the 'am e m arked results in favor of 
fall ploughing as iii be garden itself. And 
how readily can the m anure, as made on the 
farm be mo od directly from the barn aud 
stables to these ploughed fields, when the e 
is a I ght snow on the ground, aud sorea ■ 
directly from tile sled; any leaching th at 
does occur at once finding the soil ready to 
drink mi the valuable plant food which, in 
so many cases, rinds its way to the ditch or 
stream and is lost. 
Some one may raise the question: Can 
m anure th at is removed at once from the 
bam to the field be worked into the soil Buc­ 
ca gluily? Mv experie ce leads me to an­ 
sw er: Yes: not from observation of o th eis. 
hut in using the team myself. The on y 
trouble is to get a sm all quantity of the soil 
D i ed w ith m anure first. An excellent im­ 
plem ent for this purpose is any good riding 
cultivator. 
In conclusion, I would say plough sod in 
the fat : cover all you can of it during the 
w inier w ith fresh m anure; thoroughly till 
th e land before planting, and mix th e m a­ 
nure w itn the s ii. near the surface, where 
It ■ i.l do the m ost good.—[Country G entle­ 
m an.

C uring F o d d er in S ep tem b er. 
At this season the hours of daylight very 
rapidly dim inish In all northern chines. 
T here is Ie s w arm th during the day and 
heavier dews at night. All these conditions 
m ake the saving of green fodder more 
difficult than it is during the summer. 
D oub ters in t mo most of tb s late green 
fodder will I e put in silos and preserved, 
w ithout regard to the w eather. 
But for 
curing late fodder in the old-fashioned 
ways there are some suggestions th a t will 
enable this work to he done with Increased 
success. 
Cornstalks cannot be dried out by heating 
w ithout at the same tim e being too much 
burned aud injure d in quality. They are so 
full of sap th at when piled up any tim e 
belute fleering weather they will heat and 
rot rather than dry. 
Any kind of grass, 
however, includ ng m illet and hungarian, 
is best cured by being put in sm all cock s 
and allowed to stand several days, lf a 
Ii ay cap 
can 
be got to put over 
these 
to piotect them 
irom 
the 
rains aud 
dews it will be so much the better. There 
is 
t i l t s 
a good deal of 
sap in the 
stalks of m illet and hungarian gras', but 
heatin g dries it out. aud also the juices in 
th e seed. There will naturally be some d Hi­ 
co I orotic a of hay thug made, b u t it will he 
better th an th at left exposed spread out on 
the surface to be dried by the sun. That 
may be best for h aym aking in J in e and 
July, hut it is not as the sun loses its power 
and the nigh s grow cool in the fall. 
Farm ers who have plenty of barn room 
and aouudant supplies of dry straw may 
put up any kind of fodder in very green 
state by pin ing it in alternate layers with 
the straw'. Tile In ating is ess violent, and 
a g od deal of the m oisture th at escapes 
from the green herbage is absorbed b 1 the 
straw .

•looks stand up through all weathers, only 
the, > offside w ll be w eather beaten. 'Hie 
inside bundles will be bright and green, 
cured in the shade and sheltered from 
6to ms as sa e.y as if they had been under 
cover.—[Am erican Cultivator.

Y’ears ago, when I first began to keep bees. 
I th o u g h t there was little which needed 
doing w ith the bees during th e m onths of 
Sen em ber and October, thinking th a t the 
m outh of Novem ber was oarly enough to 
prepare bees for w inter, and m any a tim e 
have I equallized the stores in th e hive "by 
frost.” as I used to term it. th in k in g th at I 
could get along w ith the m ailer easier and 
quicker w bile the bee* were thickly plucked 
away in th eir w inter quarters, th an I could 
possibly do wheu w arm w eather compelled 
mo to use sm oke to drive the bees outof the 
way, and keep th eir tem per down sol could 
handle them . 
Well, if this were all there 
was to it I should sti.l prefer to eq u alize 
the stores after cold nights had compelled 
the bees to contract off the heavy combs of 
honey; b u t after losing heavily several 
tim es when preparations were thus delayed, 
for the reason th at tho disturbing of bees 
late in the fall seems to ba very injurious, 
I concluded to take tile ad idee of an old bee 
kei per. who told me tn a t the m onth of >ep- 
t em ber vvas the proper tim e to fix the bees 
tor w inter. After w orking on this plan tor 
a num ber of years I find th at he was quite 
r u h t about it; and in order th at the readers 
of Gleanings may be rem inded th a t w inter 
is soon to ne upon us. end th at they should 
not delay g etting the bees leady lor it longer 
than tih the last of this m onth. I will tell 
them a little ol how I work along this line 
T he point which seems lo have the great­ 
est bearing on successful w intering is the 
gaiting of the w inter stores near aud around 
the cluster of bee* in tim e for them to settle 
down into th a t quiescent slate s rounduche 
to good w intering, prior to Novem ber first. 
To arrange these scores and properly seal 
hem re m ires w arm w eather; ben e. it is 
. ear. I think, to all. why we should not put 
off caring for them till cold west her arrives. 
To be sure th at all have the desired am ount 
ol honey there is only one certain way to 
do and th a t is to open the hives and take 
each fram e and weigh it, after having 
shaken the bees off from >t. N ext weigh a 
am e of em pty comb, or several of them , so 
. 8 lo gel tile average weight, w ich, when 
deducted from th e w eight of those in the 
ive. will q u e the w eight of the honey. 
lf it is found t at t ere are 25 pounds of 
honey, I call th at colony all right for win­ 
ter. If less, it m pst be fed to m ake up the 
deficiency; if more, it can spare some to 
help another colony which is short. In ibis 
way I go o^er toe whole y ard .eq u allizing 
and feeding, if it is ie quired, till all have 
the required 25 pounds. 
, 
W here feeding is required, I m anage 
differently from w hat I use i to, in th at I 
now feed from three to five pounds a day, 
bile form erly I used to feed all the colony 
required at one lending. 
To be sure, th re 
_ less v> ork where the whole is fed at once; 
but to offset tbis. 
we have 
the stores 
uttered all through the hire, w hich, in 
my opinion, is a very undesirable shape to 
have them in. By feeding more slowly we 
get th* stores close to ih eclu ste rali around.

Bowing Fall S p in ach . 
Spinach is one of those crops th at can be 
used at any tim e during the Rummer, pro 
viduig a succession of seed is sown. The 
spring, however, is the great season when a 
dish of greens of alm ost any kind i 
luxury, particularly in a clim ate where 
nothing can be obtained from out of d. ors 
for several m ouths of the year. In less 
severe clim ates, fa.l-sowu sp uach can be 
depended upon to furnish a d sh during the 
w iller. by simply thinning out the plants; 
bu t the ordinary m ethod is to sow the seed 
so th at the plants will be siy about half 
grown. The tim e of sowing is usually from 
the 1st to th e 15th of septem ber. 
it will depend, of course, a little upon the 
character of the fad. as to which will Pe the 
hest tim e. Ordinarily th e ist of Sep tem lier 
will not he too eany . while the I. th in 
m any seasons will give tim e enough to 
stand the w titer. It is not what m icht be 
caked a faro lie crop as the winters are too 
sever** to mu* e the crop safety w inter with 
oui some protection by covering. 
Those who grow their own vegetables 
should not mind a little trouble, aud can 
reau.ly protect them by a covering of straw 
injured hay or evergreen boughs.

th at in case of loss I can form some idea of 
wi,a t occasioned i t This little piece of 
.ro tten also helps me in deciding w hat 
queens to supersede during I he next season, 
for on it I keep quite a record of when the 
colony swarm ed, how much honey it niadtg 
etc. After having the bees prepared as 
above cs to honey f r winter, they are to ba 
snug y tucke , up in their chaff and saw dust 
ushions at any tim e before the 1st of No­ 
vember, when m ost convenient, w berethey 
are left undisturbed till spring, unless a 
chance to : v is gi* en by the appearance of 
a warm day in m idw inter, or my curiosity 
so overcomes me th a t I m ust peep in and sob 
them . In this way my less in w inter is

At the tim e of harvesting potatoes the 
seed should be selected, as at th a t tim e a 
com parison of all the crop can be made 
and the very largest, sm oothest and most 
r»erfectly form ed should

taken, lf it is true th at "like produces 
like” th en the advantages to be gained by 
selecting the best are clearly seen. 
The 
habit of "ruun ng out,” which seems to 
belong to the potato, is w ithout doubt 
brought about by carelessness in selecting 
aud growing seed. The common practice 
of taking the sm all ones for seed is the 
cam e no doubt of 
the 
"running out” 
habit. T hat farm ers have given no more 
care to the production of seed than to the 
general crop is a neglect th at m ust prove 
fatal to the la gest y elds, and to the best 
luaiity of th a t im portant aud valuable 
crop. 
With a very little care and labor 
at the tim e of d Bering, the seed m aybe 
properly selected and eared for 
The seed should be kept in one bushel 
sa. ks in a dry cellar, or .f ihe cellar is 
dam p a raised platform may he made in 
the cellar not less than one loot from the 
cellar door, and fro iuent ventilation should 
be given to the cellar during the winter. 
The v ery b e-t of this seed should he se­ 
lected to grow seed from .taking the largest, 
best formed and smoothest. These should 
be planted on the best ground, piepared by 
deep ploughing w th narrow furrow s and 
thorough harrowing. P lant two lect apart 
in hills with rows the usual dls.anee apart, 
giving one large piece to a hill—and as soon 
as the .sprouts are through tee ground three 
to m e mcnes. thin out to o e stalk ilia 
place, being careful to leave the strongest 
to grow. Give good care and culture until 
the vin s begin to fall down. The first cub 
t ration slioul t be given just as the sprouts 
are coming through t ie ground, kun the 
cultivator deep and throw the soil ou the 
row, then harrow down until the gro. r.d is 
levelled off. Repeat the cultivations at least 
once each week, going close to the rows at 
first aud hill mg U[> a little each time. Tin* 
las; cultivation should not lie deep. and 
espec.ally should the common practice ol 
hilling up largely at the last cultivation be 
avoi cd. as tho roots are broken by ueep

Often a very poor 
grade of seed, under w hat we may term 
favorable conditions, will germ inate readi­ 
ly, but iii so doing will end up weak, strag­ 
gling p a n ts th a t at best wil I m ake a very 
unsatisfacto;y grow th. T he quality of the 
seed bas m uch to do w ith the vigor and 
grow th of the young plant, and w ith plants 
of all kind*, a strong, vigorous plant is 
necessary to grow and m ature a good yield 
ot grain, so it i ays to have good seed. If 
you have not raised it in growing your 
cron it w ll 
pay to purchase v. hatever 
am ount is needed. 
The difference in the 
cost of good seed and th a t of a lo or grade 
is a sm all item as com pared with the differ­ 
ence in the yield, not only as regards the 
yield pet acre. b i t also t eq u ality of tho 
1 rain. A less acreage sown w ith good seed 
on reasonably rich soil, thorough y pre­ 
pared, will not only yield a larger num ber 
of bush© s. but it will be of a better quality 
and return a larder profit than a larger 
acreage seeded w ith a lower quality of seed 
and the soil indifferently p: epared before 
see hug.—IN.

The report of the D epartm ent of A^rictH- 
tu re for Sept. I m akes the average condi­ 
tion of corn 94.2; w heat. 77.3; oats, 87.2; 
rye. 92 8 ; barley. 86.9; buckw heat, 93.7; 
potatoes, 91.6, and tobacco, 87. The returns 
show but very slight falling off from the 
exceptionally high A ugust lep o rto f corn, 
the general average having declined but one 
point during the m onth. The oasis alm ost 
entirely in Kansas, w here drought aud hot, 
ary w inds caused a decline of l l points 
since last report. The high average of con­ 
dition has been excee od but ontfe during 
the past ten years, in 1885. w hen it stood at 
95, and the largest crop ever grown was 
harvested. In the seven corn surplus States 
the average of condition is 95, against 64 at 
the sam e tim e in 1887. The averages of 
these States are: Ohio. 99: Indiana, 99; 
Illinois. 98; Iowa. 99; Missouri. 92; K an­ 
sas 80 and N ebraska, 97. in other States 
of large production: New York, 92; Pemi- 
svlvania, 981 V irginia, 92; Texas, 96; Ton­ 
nes eo, 98: Kentucky;.

The average condition of spring and w in­ 
ter w heat when harvested was / i. i.aga.nst

The m ajority of aff plants grown in pots 
are well satisfied to gro w in a soil prepared 
as follows: At any tim e 
before w inter 
gather in a pile, sod, in w hatever quantity 
required. This may be procured from the 
fence corners of cu tivated plots, from the 
surface of freshly ploughed and harrow ed 
pasture land, or from th e roadside. Any 
sod, lf not too heavy a soil, is good. This 
sod should then fay in a pi'e for a year or 
more, w atering it occasionally to prom ote 
decay, w hen by throw ing the mass about it 
is ready for use by adding a third in bulk of 
we 1-rotted m anure. 
W hile such a course 
requires but ittle troub e, yet for ourselves 
we prefer tak ng m ore tim e and pains in 
the preparation of our potting soil, aud so 
build the m aterial into a neat oolong pile, 
some four teet ll gh, extending it as neces­ 
sary. 
Fi st, there is pl©c id a four-inch 
layer of sod, then three inches of green cow 
m anure, tons alternatin g until a sufficient 
quantity is p epared. W heu convenient lo 
be obtained from breweries, w’e like an ad­ 
dition of about a quarter of spent hops— 
which tend to lighten the soil—to three­ 
quarters m anure, this not being ab olutely 
essential, however. The top o f our pile is 
cup-sliapcd, and is tilled w ith w ater a 
num ber of tim es, especially in a dry sea­ 
son. After lying till the following spring 
the whole is throw n over, cutting it as 
finely as possible, then lying till autum n, 
when it is in tit con ition for u-e in prepar­ 
ing for winter. W ith each succeeding year 
the unused portion continues to improve. 
Much a prepared soil also is a splendid m a­ 
terial with which to dress crops of all 
kinds, asw ell as for appl, ing in the hill, 
containing, as it does to a high degree, the

growth. For potting purposes he addition 
of a little sand or finely sifted coal ashes 
may be beneficial in lightening it som e­ 
what. especially for fuchsias,

th a t of the feeds used for milch cows corn 
meal tends to produce the largest flow of 
m i.k. but th at linseed meal gives th e great­ 
est yield of b tier, although th e fiow of 
m ilk is dim inished.

T h 1 se were exam ined in A pril; thev 
m ere m uch shrivelled, m any were rotten 
most had sprouted considerably, and at the 
bottom tile roots had m atted about the 
tubers. 
The loss by shrinkage and bv 
decay was 27 Der cent, of the original 
weight. E qual lots put in a heap on the 
floor were Jess decayed and grown, but lost 
over 25 per cent in weight. 
For farm stock in w inter, w ater m ay be 
w arm ed ea ily by adding one pail of hot 
w ater to seven or eight of cold arawi*Trom 
the barn cistern. B ut w ith a Iii tie esc pense 
the cistern w ater may be kept w arm by < on- 
necting it w ith a sm all gridiron pipe folded 
three or tour lim es and fitted in the hack of 
the kitchen stove, where the h eat pas es 
over the oven to Hie ch mney. W ater from 
the house cistern may run through till1' pipe 
to the barn. if the g ra 'e be right, aud into 
the cistern, keeping it warm always. To 
prevent loss of heat from tbis pipe, it may 
be laid in a wooden box, resting on sm all 
pieces of stone, lo prevent contact wi$li the 
wood and the air space will caus© th e beat 
to be retain! d. S trp s o f old woollen cloth 
wrapped around the pipe, or thick roofing 
paper or dry sand in the box, will also 
prevent loss of beat and cooling of the 


T he’ British farm er has given h ’s chief 
attention in sheep raising to the production 
ct flesh rath er than wool, because be had 
about li m so m any hungry m ouths requir­ 
ing food, w'hile the w ooffor their c othing 
could bo brought m ore readily from abroad. 
All th se breeds of m utton sheep are good 
and each lias its particular excellence, Of 
late yt ars the Dow n breeds have taken the 
lead in public favor, I oth in E ngland aud in 
this country. In point of age thev stand in 
the following order : Soutlidowns, H am p­ 
shire'. Shropshiresand Oxfordshire*,nam ed 
from the loc alities iii w'hich they originated. 
The Soutlidowns and the Ham: shires were 
neighbors in ad oining districts and sim ilar 
iui.uences m oulded their characteristics. 
As illustrating th e extrem e susceptibility

d airy -m ilk , cream , b u tter not 
packed, and some packed in tubs. Every­ 
thing had to be destroyed. The b u tter was 
m ade into soap.” 
Corn is king. Corn is Am erica’s greatest 
trop. It is grown in every State and T erri­ 
tory in the Union. The prospective harvest 
of the current year is 2,000.000.000 bush­ 
els. Ninety-six per cent. of our corn is 
consumed at home. Only four per cent, is 
exported as corn. It is an im portant factor 
in beef, pork and dairy produ ta for ex p o rt 
There are in th s country twice as m any 
acres in corn as in wheat, and four tim es as 
m any a« in cotton. An ahum ant corn crop 
m taus wide-spead prosperity to all classes. 
It takes about IO ears to avera.© » ne 
pound of evaporated corn, and lo o pounds 
of fresh-cut corn will m ake a trifle over 25 
pounds of tim finished product of high 
grade. If the corn is hard aud nearly ripe, 
this yield would re increased, but at the 
expense of quality. Such corn will sell at 
from 8 to IO cents per pound iii carload lots. 
Most of those engaged in evaporating corn 
have increased their business gradually. 
and pay from 25 to +o cents per lo o ears, or 
about aff) per ton delivered at the factory in 
the husk. 
Experim ents under Professor W. C. L atta 
at .Perdue Uni ersity of Indiana tend to 
show th a t harrow ing w heat in early spring 
lessens the yield, and thai dr!, ling iii w heat 
gives a I ©;ter yield th an broadcasting. The 
resu ts ot experim ents w ith thick aud thin 
seeding show th it at least six peeks of 
w heat to the acre should fie sown on land 
of m edium fertility. Thin seeding alm ost 
invarianiy sutlers m ost from severe winters. 
V\ i h early sowing on rich land four or five 
pecks of seed m ight answer. 
Now is a good t ine to begin to think 
about preparations for w arm ing w ater for 
your cons to drink this winter. E. \V. 
S tew art says w ater ebon d I e warm ed to a 
sum m er temp* ratin e of f oui lo to 70', 
Expor m eats show th a t such w arm ing pro­ 
duces a gam of from 5 to h per cent in the 
yield of m ilk; but. of course. Hie first thing 
io secure is a w arm and well vent: ated 
stable. It would be a waste to warm water 
in a cold stable. 
As show ing the possibilities in whent cul­ 
ture and production, it m ay be said th at a 
cron of w heat in Norfolk. 
Fug., 
once 
yielded a the rate of 90 bushels per acre. 
K ith such a yield a- that am ong the possi­ 
bilities, farm ers o ught to feel encouraged to 
strive to rinse the average yield of abo 1 12 
bushels per acre in this country to some 
figure considerably above that. 
VYheat is about 23 cents per bushel higher 
in Chicago now titan one year ago. Corn is 
now about three cents per bushel higher 
and oats one cent lov er I ban for the cor­ 
responding period of 1867. 
Lard is four 
cents per pound and pork about 42 per bar­ 
rel higher now than last season.

The following is a condensation of Brad- 
street’s opinion of the hop crop prospects: 
"T he continued bad re to rts of th e English 
crop keep the m arket in a very sensitive 
condition. Since the beginning of August, 
and, in eed, considerably before th at, the 
I nglish weather, w ith th e exception of a 
few days, inis seen w et and cold, and it is 
now too late to hope for any m ater a1 im ­ 
provem ent. Estim ates of the yield vary 
from 200,000 to 260.000 hundred w eights 
of 112 pounds. The consum ption is gen­ 
erally put at 600,000 hundred weights. 
These figures indicate th a t England will 
have to im port about one-half of her re­ 
quirem ents during the approaching sea­ 
son, as Hie st ick of old hops on hand 
is ii it. large, if the nu dity of tile New 
I ork State and Pacific co st crops proves 
equal to expectations it is probable th a t a 
great n any Am erican hops will find th eir 
way to the L ndon m arket. Acting on this 
h\pothesis. New York dealers have been 
m aking contracts w ith tho farm ers in the 
interior of the sta te tor their crops a t 20 to 
25 cents per pound. The term s of the con­ 
tract • re uire them lo take their chalice' as 
to the quality of tho hops wheu picked. 
These contracts are largely speculative, 
though all indications do n t to 25 ceuts as 
the owest figure at which new hops will 
come into Hie m arket on purely legitim ate 
trade. The business passing in old hops is 
light, and brewers are indifferent buyers. 
Both the Am erican and European crops are 
late,, and the season will not be fairly 
opened before October.”

Hi re is nearly 86uO.OOO,OOO. Ju st think 
of it! More m oney than can be found in 
any of tile banks of Europe. The Bank of 
Fhigland has only $101,000,000; the Bauk 
of France, $452,000,000: the Im perial Bank 
of Germ any, $237,OOO,OOO. 
This little "w ad” of $600,000,000 is nom ­ 
inally in charge of Jam es W. H yatt the 
U nited States tteasurer, who. by th e way.

The 
night watch ©n carry their 4 -calibre re­ 
volvers in th eir belts, ready for use a t a 
m om ent’s notice, Tho tirst tiling they do 
when they go on du y is to see th a t every 
room is properly locked and all fires are 
"b an k td u p ” for th e night, then they turn 
the keys into the office of the captain of 
the watch, w here they are huns? on a big 
board. The m en are distributed round the 
\ arious floors and assigned to certain cor­ 
ridors, and every half-hour they turn in a 
signal from a w atchm an's box. 'ih e big 
m oney vaults are never left unw atched for 
a m om ent during the entire night, and in 
case of necessity the guard can im m ediately 
suniinon assistance by turn in g in a signal 
from liis call box, Thro© m en patrol Hie 
building on tho outside. In the captain’s 
office is a case containing 35 Springfield 
rifles and bayonets, the sam e num ber of 
cartridge belts and 600 rounds of ball. 
All things considered, it w ouldn’t be a 
very safe thing for a mob to try and loot the 
treasury.

T here can be no doubt of ffs 
great value, if the accouu s I have heard of 
a recent tr.al u London are Correct. It is 
an appliance designed to enable the wearer 
to breathe and work w ith com fort and ease 
in a room filled w ith the densest sm oke, or 
even w ith poisonous gases. 
" I lie appliance, as nearly as I can m ake 
out from the descriptions I have heard,con­ 
sists of a sort ot m ask w hich protects the 
m outh, nose and eyes. T here is a respirator 
w ith an india rubber m outhpiece. 
This is 
held in place by nu e,a-tic I an i which passes 
around th© head, and also by projections 
which are held b tween the teeth, and a 
flange which lies between the teeth and the 
lips. The air is draw n in through a series 
ot sm all filters, one a fte r,another, which 
are charged success vely w ith wet sponge, 
cottou-wool, cotton-wool charged w ith gly­ 
cerin© and anim al charcoal. These tillers 
are very ligiit ly packed so as to offer little 
resistance to the air as it is draw n in by the 
act of respiration, and there is a system of 
valves provided to allow egress to the air as 
it is drawn out in expiration. 
"T he eyes are pro.acted bv a pair of spec­ 
tacles wuiclt are f urn laded w ith india rub­ 
ber rims. These rim s press enoi gh on the 
cheeks and brows to exclude ail sm oke and 
are fitted w ith m echanical wipers w ith 
which they can be cleansed from tim e to 
tim " w ithout being taken from the face. 
’The whole apparatus weighs less than a 
pound, and is so sim ple in character th at 
any one can use it w ithout the least prac­ 
tice. J f it is necessary to use it in a place 
w here the; e is no atm os heric air. such as 
the hot oui of a m ine tilled w ith choke 
damp, the contrivance is modified so th at 
fresh air is taken through a long aud ligi*t 
india rubber tube.

on to safely enter a building th a t is fij ed 
with smoke and disco* or the exact position 
of a;,re. T bis is certainly a thing of ex 
ceedingly great im portance aud would 
often do away w ith the necessity for turn 
ing on a jet of w ater from tho engine. J 
presume, as a m atter of course, th at our de­ 
partm ent will investigate the thing and if 
it is as good as it is said to be they will 
adopt it, or som ething of the kind.”

The m eeting at Mystic Park on Tuesday, 
Sept. 25, of th e New England Breeders’ 
Association naturally gives rise to th© ques­ 
tion of breeding and the chance New E ng­ 
land has to com pete against other sections 
in the production of last and lasting strains 
of trotters. 
T here are two prom inent theories which 
are known as fa* oring either the developed 
or undeveloped sires. This, in e ect. nu ans 
th a t some horsem en favor th e breeding of 
mazes to stallions who have been fast per- 
fo m ars them selves, w hile others feel dis­ 
posed co neglect those as over worked ani­ 
m als. and not likely to reproduce rn their 
get ©^phenomenal perform er. The idea is 
th a t it is better to breed from strains of 
^consistent perform ers rather th an pin their 
faitli to the work of one horse. 
Both sides of Hic question have m en of 
brains enlisted on their R id ", and the sub­ 
ject is one which has been the basis of most 
interesting controversies, which left th in k ­ 
ing m en in nearly the same state of m ind as 
to t ie m erits of the case so lull of good 
points were th e argum ents on both sides. 
On one point all were agreed, th a t it was 
useh ss breeding anything but good m ares 
to either class of stallions. 
To tile end of finding out exactly w hat 
local horsem en th in k of tile situation, a 
G lobk report r s ar ted out las: week to see 
some cf the well-known leade rs nod hear 
w hat thev had to say about breeding and 
ihe possible future of New England as a 
centre for it. 
I he tirst to be spoken to was 
the veteran 
G eneral 
Tilton, who is at 
present president of the local breeders’ 
association, mid one of th e best judges 
of 
tho 
tro tter 
in 
the 
country. 
He 
has only been actively concerned in the 
business for about 12 years, but has sri en 
the sub ect m uch of It s tim e and naturally 
acute perception. 
He was prom inently 
connooted with the national asso jai ion for 
a num ber of years and lias always been 
noted for it s great willingness to as tat in 
th e prom otion oi the interests of the trotter. 
"You are interested in the breeding of 
liorses?” sugg ated the r porter. 
"Yes, indeed, I w ent into the business first 
as 
a 
source 
of 
eiuoyinont. 
It 
was 
wheu I was connected w ith the govern­ 
m ent of a soldier s bonito in Maine th a t I 
first had lei-ure tim e to g o to the fairs and 
trotting races which are usually atten d an t 
on them . N aturally fond of any square 
contest I becam e attracted by the develop­ 
m ent of speed in the trotting horse, and as 
tim e went on I began to dabble in it m y­ 
self. and S"on it becam e my hobby, and be­ 
sides giving m e pleasurable em ploym ent it 
has opened avenues of iufr.rm at on which 
have, I hope, been of service to other peo­ 
ple.” 
"You are of opinion th a t the highest 
level has not been reached yet?” 
"Decidedly. W ere the:© no object to be 
atta tied there would not be any interest in 
breeding, and I th in k ‘th a t th e day will 
come w hen im provem ents in tracks and 
im plem ents com bined w ith better know l­ 
edge of breeding 
W ill R e d u c e th e R e c o r d 
and m ake th e standard of speed m uch 
higher. In the latter departm ent fresh d is ­ 
coveries are I eing m ade every year. and 
New E ngland horsem en 
are 
im proving 
every season, and by good work are m aking 
up w hat they lack.” 
"Are you of opinion this section will com­ 
pete with K entucky and the Pacific slope .” ’ 
"Yes, in tim e, it is m erely a question of 
years until we are on a par w ith them . 
K entucky h s m ade a practice of having 
their parent Bt t a n from their thoroughbred 
stock which no dom tgi* es courage to the 
0 spring and a large am ount ol nerve force. 
The tendency of too m uch running is to 
m a e a runner o u to f the tro ttin g horse,and 
1 he great secret of E lectioneer^ success has 
been to overcom e this instinct and hts 
crosses w ith pacing a*’d 
thoroughbred 
m ares have been ai tended w ith phenom ­ 
enal success. 
He is by R ysdick’s Ham ble- 
t uian aud his dam is 0 ay blood. This 
m akes u p one o f tile leading strains, and 
H am bletonian stock is to m y m ind the 
chief blood of the country." 
"Y'ou are a firm believer in the m axim 
th a t blood will tell?” 
"E verything else being even, yes. Racing, 
w hether it be tro ttin g or running, ii ins 
trates Ute sam e principle. In races th e best 
bred horses will alw ays come to the front, 
and this is particularly the < as© w here en ­ 
durance is a factor. Breed ng is a lottery, 
and oltentim es a great horse is found when 
least expected. T ake the Instance of George 
W ilkes, th a t grand trotting sire. Before 
he was sent down to the Souih I had 
a good chai.c© to buy him for sm all money 
as lie was looked upon rath er as a fat ure. 
He had been tried sud tried again, and by 
my ignorance of I reeding at th a t tim e I 
failed to secure w h at m y sounder judgm ent 
of a few y» ars afterw ards showed me was a 
great bargain, and how near I was to get­ 
ting a bonanza shows how often a m an suf­ 
fers fro ii lack of knowh dge. Now th© 
W ilkes fam ily has a world-wide reputation, 
and the men woo b ugbt the old hors© on 
his breeding rath er th an his perform ances 
have realized a handsom e fortune.” 
“In a com m ercial point of view how will 
New England com pare w ith other places in 
the breeding of horses?” 
" It cannot be favorable to th is section. 
K entucky and C alifornia 
are specially 
blessed w ith glorious clim ates, and it. of 
course, costs less m oney to d e te c t horses in 
warm places th an in colder ones. K en­ 
tucky produces bigger horses than we do. 
and th a t is an im portant thing, as the 
leachy ones have an advantage in being 
better cam paigners and 
better stayers, 
The cause I ascribe m ainly to th e teed. 
This departm ent has 
N e v er B e e n P r o p e r ly U n d e r sto o d 
here, and when the horsos are given the 
best natural food we will stand a very good 
chanco cf show ing horses which, when m a­ 
tured. will lie Ihe equal of anything th a t 
can be secured elsewhere. The youngsters 
from the South will always be superior to 
ours, and I cannot sue how our clim ate will 
ever show a very forw ard two or three-year- 
old." 
‘ Have you any decided ideas about th e 
system of racing here?” 
"Yes, I am a firm advocate of th e change 
to a race of best tw o heats in three, rath er 
than three in five. This for tho reason th a t 
it w ll in a great m easure do away w ith 
fraud, aud if tro ttin g Is to last for yea s 
and 
years it m ust 
be on 
th e 
square 
principle, 
and 
w ith 
nothing 
m ean 
or underhand allowed In or near it. Laying 
up heats will then be a more dangerous 
operation, and the gam bling elem ent will 
bo iestraineil a good deal. They are th e 
bane of every s m are sport, and have h in ­ 
dered m any a gentlem an from tak in g an 
active interest in anything w ith w hich they 
were concerned.” 
"D on’t you th in k th e change would tend 
to the bree ling of an inferior class of horses 
and m ake th em less able to endure hard- 


8 “No. I do not. It will m ake faster tro ttin g 
for every m an, w ith all the im portance of 
getting in a heat as quick as he can and we 
would see m ote ‘racin g for blood,’as a good. 
spirited contest is called, and the publio 
would be far better satisfied.” 
"On the vexed question of breeding to a 
perform er, or one of a fam ily of perform ers, 
w hat is jo u r opinion?” 
"I am decidedly of th e idea th a t it is bet­ 
ter to breed lo the developed stallion, but I 
am adverse to tak in g a horse off th e track 
aud putting him in the stud. He should be 
given a good rest, and allowed to fully re­ 
cover the energies which constant racing 
roust im pair a little. I th in k like begets 
like, and a horse which has been agood 
actor will likely produce a well-gaited ani­ 
mal. Breed good m ares to good horses and 
you will get a desirable result.” 
‘•W hat is your idea of th e lim it of speed 
of horses?” 
"I fully expect th a t w ithin 20 years the 
public " ill see a horse go a m ile in tw o m in­ 
utes. The increase in the 30 list m akes me 
think th a t in th a t tim e there will be alm ost 
as many horses in the 15 class as th ere are 
now in tho charm ed 30 list.” 
“ W hat is your opinion of th e B reeders’ 
m eeting at Mystic next w eek?” 
“I think there can be but one opinion on 
th a t question. It will be a success of the 
most pronounced type. and th e association 
lias th e largest m em bership of any sim ilar 
organization in the country, and as an im ­ 
portant body is fully equal to any o th er.” 
“Then you th in k trotting in New E ngland 
is on a firm basis?” 
“Not only bere, but all over th e country. 
T he trotting horse cannot be neglected, for 
w hile the runner is only the 
C rea tu re o f th e G a m b le r, 
the trotter is th e horse of commerce, and 
its developm ent is of national im portance.” 
A nother gentlem an visited was George H.

Said lie, "Hie com ing trotter-is an 
unknow n quantity which has puzzled wiser 
beads than m ine, b u t la m w illing to be 
put on record as say ng th a t th e day will 
come wheu a m ile will be fairly trotted in 
tw o m inutes.

Still, th e im provem ents in

A ssociation?” 
" Ifs the only thing to cut tro ttin g on Hie 
plane where it belongs. The rn ii Inter* sted 
are sportsm en in th e proper sens* of the 
word, and I look to a great m eeting at Mys­ 
tic next week. The track h s been gener­ 
ally benefited by toe harrow ing given it at 
the Blanchard m eeting and wl I be fast. 
O ther horsem en were also seen. but th© 
Substance of their statem ents thoroughly 
coincided w ith th a t of the above two gen­ 
tlem en.

He is 
rich and un st of the congressm en are poor. 
Ho is one of tho few D em ocratic congress­ 
men or senators who have control of several. 
m illions of dollars. He s a M arylander of 
V irginia extraction, whose principal de­ 
light iii life is to he quoted in the new s­ 
papers. They say he has m any go <1 points 
of character, ami some more adroit than 
good. However, ho has been running this 
Congress for some tim e past by a kind 
of 
self - estim ation and easy arrogance 
w hich 
se* ms 
to 
he 
accepted. 
He 
thinks he understands tho people, though 
he 
lives in 
w estern Pennsylvania and 
adjacent to the State of New York anil 
does bus ness w ith the West, and yet he 
cam e trout the lower Potom ac country. He 
is a m an who living in Pennsylvania still 
tr es to i at bacon and greens for dinner. 
Scott carne in here some tim e ago and 
spread the report th a t th e Chinese gov­ 
ernm ent had 
refused 
to 
confirm 
the 
treaty the 
Am erican 
governm ent 
had 
m ade 
and 
se tt 
to 
Ch na. 
Upon 
that rum or, which seem s to have no foun­ 
dation he advised Congress im m ediately to 
pass a bill destroying the term s of the 
Chinese treaty, 
By the treaty, civilized 
treatm ent was given to the Chine e, who 
had been perm itted to conin to this coun­ 
try and reside here. T hey Were allowed to 
return to China when they hail business 
there and then to come back to the United 
B tate'. 
No country less thau a T artar 
country could 
Afford to T reat Its Denizen* 
any worse thah that. The very Jew s who 
were driven out of Spain ami Portugal at 
the tim e of Colum bus preserved some rights 
over their property, and invented billsof ex­ 
change, it is said, in order to draw their 
property out of tho country through the 
help of the goths, some of whom, though 
priests, were hum ane enough to honor 
those hills, 
"Now 
Congress 
im m ediately 
rushed 
through a statute refusing to perm it these 
Chinese denizens, some of whom have been 
in this country 30 or 4<> years, to come hack 
to it if they ever w ent away. A m an could 
have a child die, or be indicted and his 
character at stake and he could not come 
back in either case. 
"Now the bill w ent up to the Senate, 
which bad just passed this treaty. And 
w hat was the situation there ? The House 
was Democratic, you k n o w ; the i“enate you 
know to be Republican. W hen the bill got 
up to the Senate, tho supposition of Mr. 
Scott was th a t the Senate would rofus to 
accept th e Hon e bill. The idea was that 
the refusal xvou'd go into th e cam paign as 
an argunn nt. The senatoi* began to wins- 
per tog-ther. and Hie word was pass d 
along tho line to vote for i he House b ll.

Some of the 
Dem ocratic senators onini bused and ti I i- 
bustered. etc., to keep the new statu te from 
passing tho Senate. 
Filially the Fellate 
passed the House hill. Now the President 
repudiates Mr. Scott and fays he had no 
business to spread the idea through Con­ 
gress th a t this was an executive m easure.” 
"W hat do the Chinese think of us?” I re­ 
m arked. 
"T h at isn’t it.” said th e correspondent, 
w hat dow n think of ourselves?” 
‘T w as about lo repent xviiat Mr, Lidger­ 
wood said about business in New York. I 
put the question to him as to w hether 
affairs were in a sound condition. Said he: 
"I think that b amess is in as wholesome 
a condition as it has been for m any a year. 
The hest way you can te st th a t m atter is to 
go to tho lower part of Broadway aud 
Look a t th e Truck* 
before every store and see th e im m ense 
snipm eut of goods, W here an activity like 
th a t is exposed to tho public eye things 
cannot be dull.” 
"W hat do you th in k of the condition of 
the banks?” 
"T here never w ere as m any banks, and 
they never had as m uch business. Y ou look 
at the quotations of some of those banus, 
and you will see tho extraordinary standing 
they have am ong the m erchants. 
I here is 
the 
Chem .cal Bank, whose stock is a 
thousand or two thousand a"ove par. T hat 
is due to its m a ntticent surplus. But sev­ 
eral of the banks down there are Holing 
their stock a t 4U0 to DOO per cont. However, 
th a t kind of property has its ups and 
downs. In nothing are m en more inde­ 
pendent than in purely fiscal questions. 
Tile Chemical Bank paid out specie when 
the other hanks were not redeem ing their 
notes. Th is mado an issue, and It was 
agreed w ith tho clearing house partly th a t 
thee would not accent tho Chemical Bank 
checks. It was tried just about one day. 
The Chemical Bank notes and chocks were 
throw n a ide. 
‘W hat do you 
m ean by 
th a t? ’ 
asued the depositor. 
’Well, 
we 
don’t care about taking th a t note.’ 
“ ‘Do you mean to say th a t the Chemical 
Bank is not good?’ 
‘“ No, but we don’t care about handling its 
paper.’ 
" ‘Very well, will you please m ake up my 
book?’ said the depositor. ‘Anil m ake up 
m ine.’ ’And m ine.’ 
"These depo-itors w ent right over to the 
Chem ical Bank w ith their accounts. The 
next day the order was rescinded.” 
"Do you not re g a rd the governm ent as 
having handled it* financial internes very 
well, w ithout m uch regard to party lines?” 
"Yes. B ut I th in k tho best thing the gov­ 
ernm ent ever did in all its series of finan­ 
cial m easures, was to join the New York 
Clearing House. The governm ent is now 
nothing more th an an individual at the 
clear ng house, or, rather, like some bank 
or responsible agency. You can road somo 
days th at 
The Balance A rain*! the Government 
is a godd m any m illions of dollars. Surely, 
they ought to set th e exam ple of w ashing 
them selves daily and proving their condi­ 
tion. If you have never been at the clearing 
house you would be interested to look in 
upcn it. There they have a long line of 
clerks and the m ighty business of this city 
and country is adjusted there every day 
between all the banks. 
E ach of these 
New 
York 
banks 
has 
an 
lndiviou- 
ality. 
There 
is 
the 
P ark 
Bank for 
instance, which keens the accounts of m ost 
of the out-of-town banks. W hen it throw s 


out the checks of a certanlbank, th a t fact 
is reported u the papers aud is im m ediately 
known. I hey will som etim es notity a conn- 
t r 'b a n k th at its account is so m any thou- 
•ands or hundreds 
f thousands of dollars 
sho t. and by \ z o’clock ne* day it m ust 
be made good, or its bills and checks will 
be rejected.” 
I saw un the m erchant's table th e New 
York donrnal of Commerce a paper lo o 
not often get hold of Said Mr. Lidgerwood: 
"T hat is the greatest t aper. In my opin­ 
ion. in tins country. I have takeu it for 
about 40 years. Its editorials on business 
sub eels are alway* instructive. It has but 
little to do with politics though it is not 
afraid of taking up th at issue now and then 
w hen there is a business bias " 
Said I. "How does this freshet in the 
Southern States affect rice?” 
"Ch. it is going t<> have a very bad in­ 
fluence. The very best rice in the world 
conies from Georgia and the Carolinas. 
Like cotton, it is raised b et'cr aud is of 
better quality, and I think larger in quan­ 
tity than it v as in tim es of slavery, ahey 
said nt the close of Hie war th a t the negroes j 
would refuse to co into the rice swatnns.

Skipping around to tho next thing I re­ 
m ember rem inds me th at Dr. Crawford and 
a well-known foreign and hom e correspond­ 
ent of the press sa d to me last w eek :

I his is ca’led the AVnshington 
Ohio railroad, though it does not go to 
Ohio. but stops about 55 m iles west of 
W ashington at a place called “ Round H ill.” 
On the line of tills road is the real blue 
grass of K entucky, such as ra w s fine stock, 
and about lo miles from W ashington City 
Dr. lo rin g o t M assachusetts has started a 
settlem ent, 
co-ouerating 
w itn 
General 
Dunn, the form er judge-advocate of the 
regular a rm y ; the 
S ettlvnieni is C a l le d D n n n -L o r ln * . 
T here is not m uch of it at tho present 
tim e, b u t it is a sign of xvhat is coming. For 
th e first tiara in our history the old aque­ 
duct bridge at Georgetown has been trans­ 
formed into a real bridgo.

the 
high 
plateau 
of 
Virgin a and 
the 
top 
of 
the 
Sugar 
Loaf m ountam peeping u p . are m agnificent. 
Y’ou come at i nee out of a dull, level plain, 
anil from a city built in a gully to an up­ 
land th a t is m agnificent, qu te suggestive 
of the region about Niagara Fails. From 
C leveland’s Ii use, which the lads call "Red 
Top.” is a clear view to the Sugar Loaf 
m ountain, distance about 30 miles. The 
Sugar Loaf is a ridge which separates the 
Monocracy river from the Potomac, and like 
m o t of these sugar loaves so-* allod, is 
probably a cap of hard ruck which has re- 
s stud all changes of clim ate ami firmly 
held the plateau as in the holloxv of a 
stiong hand and prevented it from washing 
away. This is one of ti e most beautiful 
m ountains in all the East som ew hat sug­ 
gestive of Shasta ami Mt. Hood on the I a- 
cific slope. The m ountain is not crested 
w ith snow like those, and is of just about 
the 
altitude 
in 
hundreds 
of 
feet 
th at tho e Pacific Coast m ountains are in 
thousands of feet. The one is less than 
4000 feet high. and the others are 14,000 
feet high. But a solitary m ountain pre­ 
senting its individual character does not 
depend upon m ere altitude for its effective­ 
ness 
The lovely plains 
of_ Frederick 
county, thickly peculated, w ith an old 
G erm anic flavor, the frequent stream s, the 
picturesque* buildings, 
the 
innum erable 
little towns, all stand out from tho Sugar 
Loaf sum m it 
L t k « S o m e th in g Illimitable. 
AUout 50 m iles distant is th e • Cotocton 
range of m ountains, from which can he 
soon the South m ountain or the Blue Ridge, 
which rolls from Alabama to New England, 
and beyond th a t can bo seen Hie short, ath ­ 
letic fram e of E lk m ountain, ot w hat is 
called M aryland Heights, w hich overhangs 
H arper’s Ferry. T he G arrett fam ily, which 
has lost one son by drowning an t another 
by the decay of his mind, would have re­ 
flected credit upon itself had it put into 
shape and order the portions of 
M ary­ 
land com m itted to its care, instead of spend 
ing m oney upon silly adventures to tap the 
business of some rival line or to be distin­ 
guished at Chicago and at Cleveland. They 
have allowed the M aryland region, which 
ought to lie thickly peopled w ith persons 
doing business a t W ashington, to languish 
tor w ant of reasonable facilities of travel. 
I cam e last week over the Baltim ore & Ohio 
line to Philadelphia. 
It is a very well 
built ana doub e-tracked road, w ith 
a 
m am m oth 
bridge 
over 
th e 
Susque­ 
hanna, 
but 
no 
other 
facilities 
to 
get around the city of Baltim ore than a 
k nd of b ind ferryboat which transports a, 
train. Since the Drexe s and Morgan lent 
m oney to this company, it has finished the 
P hiladelphia station, which is a rath er fine 
aff air in a very eligible place; the Schuyl­ 
kill river a t C hestnut street has its hanks 
some distance 
below Hie bridge which 
crosses there, 
and this 
station, rising 
from 
th e 
banks, 
passes 
above 
the 
bridge parapet and throw s up a strong 
brick facade a t th at m ost central spot 
in Philadelphia. 
Yet. w ith the excep­ 
tion of excursion trains, which now aud 
then at low rates carry great m ultitudes of 
people from the Southwest to the seacoast, 


the Baltim ore A* Ohio railroad to Philadel­ 
phia m akes next to no iniore aion on the 
Pennsylvania railroad’s tra 'e l. 
A 
few 
years ago Mr. f t b en G arrett had it in his 
low er to acqu re the only line betw een 
P hiladelphia and W ashington, which would 
have m ade him m ast r e the situation. He 
had a tendency to speculate and some of the 
Pennsylvania people d iv ert'd him w ith a 
speculation, aud while this was going on 
the Pennsylvania ra In ad picked up the 
Philadelphia & Baltim o e property. 
Al­ 
though this cost a largo am ount of money, 
and was of th at class of expenditure entirely 
unnecessary 
except 
through 
th e 
per- 
xcrsity 
of 
com petition 
the 
I’cnnsyl- 
vavia 
railroad 
was 
wise 
in fretting 
a property already 
estnbhshed. Instead 
of attem pting to duplicate it or paral el it. 
for they we e earning on the old I ne from 
the very day they took it. money, w hereas 
tlie other road xx a* severa1 
ears b e n g 
built and during th at tim e earned nothing. 
On Hie other hand, the M etropolitan 
branch of 
Tli«> it a l t lm n r o <V O h io R a ilr o a d , 
which is now its best piece of property, un­ 
less tho line from W heeling to Sandusky 
excels it, which is also a part of the Balti­ 
m ore & Ohio property, is bu t a singlo 
track. It is only 42 m iles from W ashington 
to tho Uotocton m ountain, w here the old 
m ain line oins this M etro’ olitan branch, 
It xvas a piece of ahort-sightednessin the sen­ 
ior G arrett when ho built this branch in 
1870, the year it was opened, not to have 
widened it for tw o tracks. They now at* 
t* rapt to run all th eir fast trains from P hila­ 
delphia and Baltim ore to the AA’est noon 
this line, and consentiently tho local busi­ 
ness which they should he building up is 
pushed aside to expedite these fast trains. 
Tho Baltim ore A Onto people have not yet 
discovered the value of local traffic, which 
is the great sustaining poxverof every rail­ 
road. The Penns lvania railroad encour­ 
aged nil a ’ong its line the establishm ent of 
m anufacture^ w ith tho idea of deriving 
from them in the far future a standard 
support. But on th e Baltim ore A Ohio 
railroad they tell mo that a m an ha dlv 
establishes any industry but the railroad 
w ants to get half of it, and in a little while 
the m an drops the job. 
This Ms the essential difference bet ween 
the South and the North, that tho former 
has a lot of theor em ami sentim ents and 
hardly any nract cal experience. I was told 
in W ashington citv th at one of the young 
m en there xx ent t>* Florida to edit a new s­ 
paper. He w as qualified for th a t bu incus, 
and supposed th a t lie knexv 
som ething 
about >t. 
As soon as he got to Jackson­ 
ville. w hat is called a "e< nnnittee of citi­ 
zens.” otherw ise a parcel of excited blow 
hards, called upon nim and ti Id him th at 
l o m ust not sav one word about the yellow 
fox cr. winch then existed there, He said 
he should take tho m atter into considera­ 
tion. "No. you d o n 't;” said the influential 
cit! ens,An cal ed. "w e are going to run this 
th ug.” 
Verv well " said the m an. "then 
la m going aw ay,” T in t is the way thev 
got em igration in tho sunny Soul Ii 
The 
yellow fever soon broke cut. and th e n e e s 
could 
not 
be 
suppressed, 
and

natehes from some fellow in tho woods 
using the Associated Press ami saving 
‘There is a hi nit state of excitem ent bere 
at tlie needless strictness of the quarantine.

T here were men 
trying to keep the yellow fever track In tile 
channel it had made, and the influential 
citizens w anted to present it to their fellow- 
rneu.

As usual, 
each of said Italians had w ith him his 
earthly 
possessions securely tied up in 
packages varying in size from a bundle re­ 
sem bling a pack pedler's outfit, to others 
approach ng tho dimensions of a cotton 
bale. The train backed down co the steam ­ 
boat depot, w hen Mr. Briggs appeared at 
tho car door w ith his face w reathed in 
sm iles as usual. 'Hie Italians in the m ean­ 
tim e were on the lookout for a repository 
for th eir luggage. Boeing trunks and valises 
w .thin the 
inclosure 
occupied 
by Mr. 
Briggs they m ade a .stampede iii th a t direc­ 
tion. and. sliou ing "Kccola qui.” they coni 
nn m ed to pitch the r goods w ithin. 
Mr. 
Briggs in the m eantim e be-ran to exp ulu­ 
late. adding force to his rem arks by gesticu­ 
lations th at a t once stam ped him as a con­ 
tortionist of Hie first water. B ut it was no 
use. The Italians could not understand hts 
language, and did not been the force of his 
gesticulations. Expostulations were of no 
avail, and rn ting un u the theory th at self- 
preservation is Hie first law of nature. Mr. 
Briggs com m enced Hie ’ tactics of dodging 
the bundles th at were coming thick and fast 
and threatening to engulf him in an inextri­ 
cable mass of dunnage, t ie possession of 
which would have gladdened tho soul of a 
paper m anufacturer. 
Bundles of all descriptions wore hurled 
xx it ti unerring precision into the car. th reat­ 
ening Mr. Briggs with death by suffocation. 
I n til at last tile final bundle was deposited 
there and Conductor Noble’s gentle cry oi 
“all aboard” resounded through the donut 
aud Hie train started. A glance w ithin the 
ha gage car revealed only the head and 
shoulders of the baggagem aster in sight. 
Between his gas< s for breath he was heard 
to ejaculate som ething. It did not sound 
Ilk a prayer. It m ight have been “ Vive 
l’ltalie!” but it is doubtful.

gale m ay be tran sfo rm 'd into a fair wind. 
Again, should you be caught in a heavy gale 
w ithout due w arning, tho great poxverof 
the fast ship renders her a m uch superior 
sea boat, inasm uch as w ith the judicious 
use of th a t power you are enabled to keep 
your ship in the m ost favorable position all 
the tim e. w hile a snip of sm all power 
would be continqally fulling oft and bring­ 
ing the sea aueam , rendering herself liable 
to sutler dam age about the decks as she 
cam e to the wind again. 
In ordinary storm s a fast ship will get 
thr* ugh the bad w eather in half the tim e a 
slow i ne will, ami In dull, cloudy weather, 
such as one m eets at certain seasons of the 
year, for days together w ithout sun, menu 
or stars, a fast ship from her greater soee I. 
will be able to m a ie safer and more diiect 
cours* s than the 'low one. In m aking land 
vou are often able to save your daylight by 
a fast ship, and in m aking port you m ay 
save the tide and enter w hen a slow ship 
would have anchor outside and face all the 
contingencies 
th at 
m ight arise in th at 
period. I quote these instances tr» show 
why I am so fully convinced in my own 
m ind th a t the fast ship is so m uch safer 
than the slow one, and th a t in the form er 
the risk is m inim ized to passengers, crew*, 
owners and underw riters.

In m any 
places the residents are terror-stricken, and 
im agine th at every slight i.lness is a symp­ 
tom of the dread disease. Mails from all 
the inf©, ted abstricts are prohibited; in 
many towns ol Georgia and Florida the 
residents have established ‘ shotgun quar­ 
antines.” and in all the feat of yellow' fever 
is more potent than any other passion which 
sways tho m inds of men. 
Cannot som ething Le done to allay this 
apprehension? 
The sudden stopping of 
work arid all forms of com m unication may 
do little harm in Ch na. w here the death of 
half a m illion people is regarded as of little 
consequence; but here 
in 
the United 
States, w here people are am bitious and 
self-tee peeling, the enforced idleness of 
terror mealie, to a large nuuiLer of people, 
poverty 
and 
suffering 
nex t 
winter. 
Tho 
' average 
m an” 
in 
the Uni ed 
States depends upon 
his labor of this 
m onth to support him self and his family 
during th e com ing m onth. 
If he be idle 
even fen a few weeks he knows th a t suffer­ 
ing will follow.

pct under arrest, like ordinary outlaws, if 
it be safe for the people of Florida to go 
aw'ay they should be allowed to depart. If 
it be unsafe, then all should be kept w ithin 
prescribed lim its, aud the richest man in 
the land should fare no better than the 
poor colored refugee. 
We of the North are w illing to give 
money freely in aid of the sufferers, but 
w arn it to be used in preventing th e spread 
of the disease and in aiding the sick; not 
in assisting one class at the expense of an­ 
other. It is just as hard for a p or colored 
farm hand to die as it is for a w ealthy land 
■peculator. Those who need aid m ost are 
m ost deserving of help. 
Indiscrim inate charity is better than no 
charity, to Le sure, but it is believed th at 
greater care and less sentim ent would be 
far more beneficial to the South than the 
course of treatm ent now pursued. Let the 
people of Boston and New England con­ 
tribute all the money they can—they can­ 
not give too m uch—and let the physicians of 
Florida be im partial in the distribution of 
their favors. It is hard for a W'ell m an to 
he com pelled to stay am ong the dead and 
dying w hen he is able to s t away, but if 
his going endangers the lives of others he 
should be forced to stay in spite of his 
wishes, lf th e yellow fever spreads beyond 
its present lim its the people of this country 
w ill hold the officers in charge of the dis­ 
tricts responsible.

fB uffalo N ew s.] 
N iagara county apples are largely packed 
in Buffalo-made barrels. Daily the New 
Y'ork Central road ships anyw here from two 
to t.vc cars of barrels from Black Rock to 
Lewiston. Youngstown, Ransom ville, Brock­ 
port and other points in th e great lim estone 
fru it section bordering on Lake Ontario. 
A busy place is the cooper shop of the 
N orth Buffalo Barrel M anufacturing Com­ 
pany on W est, near F orest avenue. As a 
curious News reporter app oached tho shop 
a few days ago a rich, savory sm ell greeted 
his ever-seusitive nos rib as of peanuts or 
coffee undergoing the roasting process. But 
the odor em pat d from to sting barrels 
and not from anything eatable. B ut why 
not .’ The wo d of the barrels is vegetable 
tissue; so is tho shell of tho nu t and tho 
coffee kernel only in a little different form. 
Saw dust is food in one sense. 
The wor save one of Black Rock’s chief 
industries and employ several dozen hands. 
T he Ii Ho v ring of b a n c ’s being i.ooped, 
and the clatter of m a lunes of various 
kinds m ake a ceaseless hum of contented 
labor notes. 
“Season hardly begun yet,” the forem an 
said in reply t > tile News m an, "W e ex­ 
pect a big rush this fall a stite apple crop 
pr misos to be very large.” 
"How m any ba. refs do you 
turn out 
dailv?" 
"A bout 500 or (500 apple barrels and about 
300 flour barrels. All our t our barrels go to 
Buffalo and Tonaw anda m ills. We ship ap­ 
ple barrels by w ater aud wagon to Grand 
Island farm ers and to points in N iagara 
county.” 
, 
From conversation w ith the men, it was 
learned th at a m an will m ake on an aver­ 
age about ii bai leis a day, An export will 
tu rn out as high as 75 under favorable con­ 
ditions. ‘ The country is the place for the 
cooper trade.” one of the m en rem arked. 
“ In Lockport they are paying 8 cents for 
p aten t hoop barrels and IO cents for tho 
i a: hoop barrels.” Buffalo coopers receive 
from 5 to (J cents for the potent hoop, 8 
cents for the fiat hoop and IO cents for 
round hoop ♦ our barrels. 
Miid another employe "T he com pe’ition 
in the trade is very b isk and keeps down 
the prices. Flour barrels ought to sell at 4 0 
cents.”

, 
“ W hat are the selling prices?” 
"A pple barrels bring from 20 to 20 cents, 
accord.ng to the hoops, aud flour barrels 
sell fur 3 5 cents.” 
Those clean, w hite barrels lying piled up 
at th e doors of the shop or boing carted 
away ow the tall rack-wagons are destined 
to considerable 
travelling before being 
relegated to the usual end of barrels—garb­ 
age repositories, and the clim a .*., the sm all 
boy’s election bonfire.

W a sh in g to n , Oct. I .—The President has 
sijnied the Chinese bill and has transmitted 
it to Congress, accompanied by the follow­ 
ing message. 
I have this day, approved House bill. No. 
l l , ase. supplementary to an act < ntitled 
"An act to execute certain treaty stipula­ 
tions relating lo Chinese,’ approved the i til 
day of May, 188.. 
it seems to me that 
Ollie suggestions and recommendations may 
properly accompany my approval of th is 
hill. its object s to more effectually accom­ 
plish by leg si at iou the exc.union from this 
country of Chinese laborers. The experi­ 
m ent of blending tho s cml habits and 
m utual race ioiusyneracies of the Chinese 
la oring classes with ti esc of the great 
body of the people o: the i uited States lias 
been proved b the experieuc of 20 years, 
mid ever situ© tho Burlingame treaty of 
1808, to be in every sense unw se, impolitic 
and injurious to 
loth nations. 
With 
the lapse Of time, ihe necessity for its 
abandonment has grown iii force, until 
those having in charge tiio government 
of tile resin-cfh e countries have resolved 
to modify and sufficiently abrogate all

Tho frigate Constitution, which has been 
fo yiars at New: ort. R. I., as a schoolship, 
and now in use as a receiving ship at tho 
I* rtsmouth. N. IL, Navy Y ard. was built at 
H art’s yaid. Boston, now the s to of Consti­ 
tution wharf. 8he was launched Saturday. 
O ct 21.175)7. Tho vessel was designed by 
Joshua Humphreys, part of the specifica­ 
tions being furnished bv Captains Barry 
and Faxton. 
the frame of the ship is made 
of live oak and red < edar, the keel and keel­ 
son beams of white oak, and the deck, save 
under tin guns where oak was placed, was 
fitted out with Carolina' pitch p ne. 
To 
procure these woods John T. Morgan, a 
master slili wright of Boston, was sent to 
Savannah and Charleston. 
Other timber 
u Bet I in the construction was cut along the 
banks of the Merrimac river, 60 miles from 
tho ship yard. It is a fact worthy of men­ 
tion .hat Baul Rev ere furnished the spikes 
and hobs used in the construction. 
They 
were made from ma doable copper by a pro­ 
cess new at th time. 
Commodore .Samuel NL bolson was the 
first commander of the Constitution. It is 
recorded ti at the eommodor had Intended 
to carn th© distinction of first hoisting the 
stars and stripes aboard tho vessel, On the 
mom ng of lier launching, and during Hie 
absence of Commodore 
Nicholson, two 
workmen, Samuel Boatly a n d 
Harris, 
stole a oard : nd ran up tho colors that 
proudly Boated from her masthead during 
the war of 1812. Many know the old vessel 
under 
TP© Yam© ©f Ironsides, 
a title won feoni the fact that she emerged 
from a number 
of 
engagements 
with 
scarcely a s ratch. 
Tho Constitution originally cost $302.* 
71*8.84. She first moi ed tinder canvas July 
20, 1708, and M'Oiit to sea on her first cruise 
May 21, 1803, Commodore Preble in com­ 
mand. Tho frigate arn i ed in Boston July 
28. Is is , having es aped from the British 
squad;on under Commodore Bloke. 
She 
le.t port Aug. 2 and ret ar nod in less than a 
uiouth with four cap ur<d brigs, mount ug 
30 guns. The Con titution. on her cruise, 
beginning Dec. 2:-, 1812. captured the 
frigate Java. ,i8 guns, and killed IOO of her 
crew, losing only 34 Americans in the 
action On Doc. .rn, 1812,she ran a blockade 
of the enemy’s fleer, and, during a short 
cruise, captured the sole oner Pictou, 14 
guns, and three merchant ve.-s Is. 
Man of tneo 'd residents of fialem and 
Swampsco t ©member well the day when 
two K- glish ti gates gave ch ise to the Con­ 
stitution in the harbor. 
Captain John ll, 
Harris of Swampscott, formerly of Marble­ 
head. informed the writer that when ho 
was a boy. Sum ay. Apr ! 3,1814. ho saw 
outside of Half roc a. under a light bree/©, 
the Const tution, and near at hand the 
British vessels T one'os and LuOyiiiion, 
Which were bent on captor n r a prize. 
samuel Green, an aged Marblehead fish- 
erin n, lias Hie hon ro t having Piloted the 
Constitu ion up the Ii .rbor. When the 
news of ihe danger of our engagem lit 
reached Sal. in it s told of Rev. Dr. Bent­ 
ley, who was in the pulpit when the mes­ 
sage came, that he at once, n his priestly 
rol es, marched at tho h ad of his congre­ 
gator! to tho defence of the neighboring 
town. On the way. being overtaken by the 
men with ihe cannon, the reverend doctor 
Itniic A s t r i d e On© of t h e G u m 
for the remainder of the journey. 
Captain F. E. Martin of Swampscott says 
ho was n Marblehead at the t me and saw 
the Constitution coming up the harbor in 
adi alice of the e ©my. 
The town, for a 
short t mo, was thrown into groat confu­ 
sion, and many people made preparations 
for a hasty journey. Rev. Mr. Ellis, a Bap­ 
tist clergyman, rushed to the front, took off 
his coat and made ready to give the enemy 
a bri adside it they came up with theC n- 
stitution. In tho afternoon the capta n 
of rue Cons ti tut on offered a prize to any 
man who would pilot the ship around re 
Salem harbor. AV. A. Ma tin took up the 
i Aer, and having perforated the duty, re 
reived a spy g’ass. which bus been handed 
down to hi descendants and w loll ;s now 
in the possession of Captain Samuel Martin, 
a pilot in Boston harbor. 
When the news that the Constitution was 
threatened bv the enemy re adied the navy 
yard, th'* N' w England Guards of Boston 
volunteered to march to her defence. They 
Ii It lh ir armory at 7o’clock in the evening. 
I ut had gone no further than the com­ 
mander's house when word was received 
that the vessel was safe in Salem harbor. 
Afterward it was discovered that 
tho 
company had marched 
out without a 
sn'ply of ammunition 
One member of 
the company was Abbott Lawn ii c. af er- 
w aids mm Bier to England, fiamuel Bux­ 
ton recalled the tact that two old cannon 
ne r Salem Neck manned by ship captains 
and mates were dragged over to Marble­ 
head Neck. 
William D. Rowe of Lynn, a m inuteman 
in the war of 1*12 went up to the top of 
Jeremiah Lee’s house where tho 
M ovem ents of th e Vessels 
were plainly seen. Jeremiah Lee was one 
of a “committee of safety” at the outbreak 
of the Revolutionary war. John Adams, 
— Orno and Jeremiah Lee were the men 
who passed a night in a cornfield when the 
Engiig . troops passed through Charlestown. 
From the effects of the exposure Lee died. 
Originally the Constitution had b r a fig­ 
urehead a bust of Hercules with uplifted 
club. This was mutilated in the action be­ 
fore Tripoli, but long used even in a d im- 
aged condition. It was replaced by a billet­ 
head which was in the war ol 18 j.2. Later 
L. S. Bee lier was directed lo make a figure 
representing President Jackson hold ng in 
his hand a scroll with the motto; “The 
Constitution, it must be preserved.” When 
it was completed the work was ridiculed to 
some extent, and not a little o'ppot-ition 
mad ■ to having it placed on the ship. 
Finally, however, it was set on Hie ship 
April 28, 1837. as she lay moored between 
tho reventy-fours Columbus and Indepen­ 
dence. Sentinels on the former shin. one 
on shore and another on the vessel itself, 
were told to look after the figurehead. 
On the night of July 2, during a heavy 
thunder storm, a young fellow named 
Dewey unmoored his boat from Billy Gray’s 
wharf in Boston, aud with his oar muffled 
in an old comforter, proceeded to the ship. 
Gaining the same he pulled himself up by 
the man roues, Ho ensconced himself in 
the bow, protected 
by the headboards 
placed in position on the very day of the 
escapade 
He lay on his back and then 
sawed off the figurehead. The storm kept 
the sentinels in their boxes. Dewey finally 
leached tho shore, although hi* boat had 
nearly idled with water from the vessel’s 
deck and win ti the excitement attending 
the event had died out 
If© T o o k E n I lls P r i z e 
and made for the West. A Boston paper, 
commenting on Dewev’s venture, says it 
threw the city into gie it excitement. The 
young man Mas missing, but over a line 
hung a pair of his bo ts. and his mother 
strengthened her suspic ous as to the guilty 
man when she found, by touching her 
tongue to the foot gear, that theybad been 
iii salt wa er.

It ap, ears that iii the year Isl4 
the model required repairing, aud, oddly 
enough, it w; s put in the hands of certain 
British prison rs of war then in tire vicin­ 
ity aho were to perform the necessary 
Wi irk. Tho hill is still presen ed, as follows: 
"East India Marine Society,

“To repair ng tho ‘Constitution’ .. $12 OO 
“Received Payment for Prisoners, 
“Thomas W ebb.” 
The last cruise of the Constitution was 
made iii 1878, when she went to the Paris 
exposition with a load of American goods. 
'I he old ship M il doubtless be kept a oat 
as long as possible. 
Many relics of the ves­ 
sel are in the possession of people through­ 
out the country. Mrs. Thomas Widder of 
bwampscott has a cane made from a piece 
of the frigate. 
Captain E. E Martin of 
Swampscott has a gallon pitcher bearing 
the date 1798. 
Upon one side is a series of 
Mason c emblems, v. bile on ihe reverse are 
patriotic designs, including a representa­ 
tion of the Constitution under full sail.

There is no change in the m arket for hods 
and shoos. Some of the m anufacturers re­ 
port a falling off in tire demand for goods, 
especially in the South, owing to the yellow 
fever scare. There is. however, a favorable 
out ook evert where for tho spring trade. 
The fall oohing trade is nearly over, hut 
late I alt orders cont nue to come in m’oII ; in 
tact the demand for go ds is active, hut 
owing to the advance in leather there is a 
di'Pi'S t on on (he part of manufacturers to 
sell as few goods as possible on the road. 
Jobbers are \ cry unlling to order si ring 
sam oles at old prices, as tho chances f ora 
decline in ea.her are slight compared with 
its upward 
oossib lities. 
M anufacturer, 
are not w Bing to sell on those terms, and 
until the question of 
prices is settled 
net much business cill lie done. If leather 
continues to advance it will simply be a 
question of a rise in values,(or of taking it 
out of the goods if job ors refuse to pay the 
hi her figures. It will lie a long time be­ 
fore there is any advance in fine goods, 
which are now in increased demand al t e 
ol prices. Manufacturers ar© sending their 
salesmen direct lo tho retailers, who ar© 
buying in large quant,ties, as the rise in 
leather has not affected this class of goods. 
'I he brog n aud plough shoe trade is over 
for the season. 
! here is a good demand (or 
wax and kip goods, and spr ag samples are 
being sold at old \ rices. 
The calf hoot and 
shoe factories are busy and cont,nee to re­ 
ceive dupl cate orders in goodly numbers. 
The manufacturers of w omen’s sin es and 
slippers ar,- anti mating ag, od trade when 
the spring reason is fair y opened. 
The strong tone and upward tendency 
continues iii the leather market, and m anu­ 
facturers who were not well suppl cd J re­ 
fine the advance are compelled to pay full 
prices.

The market for dry goods maintains a 
fairly steady pi aition, though 
the wet 
weather of last week made business slow 
with retailers. The order trade has held 
up well, and the situation is on toe whole 
satisfactory. A l the seasonable styles of 
dress goods are in good request, m bile the 
general linos of fall goons aro steady. 
Cotton goods are moving well. with tho 
standard grades well sold ahead, and firm 
in prices. Agents report well of the situa­ 
tion and say they will bo able to dispose of 
the goods as fast as they are made. 
Prices have weakened a little on print 
clo bs. tho gh there is an active demand. 
The jobbing trade in prints is steady on 
all seasonable sty:es, but the demand for 
shirting prints and certain lancy styles has 
fallen off. 
Campaign prints are selling 
well in some sections, hut since rho first 
purchases early in tho season the demand 
has been only light. Ginghams are in fair 
call. New fall sty es ore being distr, blued 
as fast as made, 8to ks of all kinds aro 
light. Cotton flannels are in good demand. 
m itll price* firm. 
There is a decided improvement in tho 
cloth mg trade. New England dealers have 
been i i i the city in r ood force and some 
liberal orders have been secured. Trade, 
which was somewhat backward early in tho 
month, is now qui e up te a full average. 
I hero is no change in the m arket for 
woollen goods. Some fair sized orders havo 
been received for spring weights, but there 
is not much animat on in the trade, and the 
demand is strictly confined to legitima e 
wants. Manufacturers are keeping as close 
as 
pcssiblo to the wants of the trade. 
There is not much demand forovrercoatings, 
hut the mills are busy on old orders. Flan­ 
nels are very quiot, ilia recent auction sa e 
having supplied most of the wants of the 
trade. Prices ate steady on all desirable 
g» ods. 
Carpets are in steady demand, and tho 
mills are running with good orders. Blank­ 
ets are meeting with a steady sale, aud 
prices are very firm.

People U nable to rssd A ttem p t to 
T hem selves for th e Stage. 
[Milwaukee Sentinel.] 
"E locution is an art w hich m ay be said to 
be universal in its extent, being studied in 
all parts of the world, though iD no country 
is it so popular as in the U nited S tates." 
said a popular M ilwaukee elocutionist, 
"Ono of tim greatest difficulties I have 
w ith my pupils is m aking them rsad cor­ 
rectly. The m a or ty of the pe< pie. it is 
surprising to say, have little or no idea of 
punctuation, aud skip ove th eir lines w ith­ 
out regard to commas. colons, s rn -colons 
and periods. I h a re had people come tom e 
for lessons who had naturally fine voices, 
but never succeeded in m aking elocution­ 
ists ol them selves on account of th eir ina­ 
bility to punctuate. They would go through 
a whole page speech w ithout any intiec- 
tio n so r m odulation, and the consequence 
was th at their delivery became not only 
m onotonous, but g rat ng 
and repulsive. 
There aro others who have some idea of 
punctuation, but who have no voice and 


w h o s o attem pts at gesticulation sire worse 
than the gyrations of Q uixote’s w indm ill. 
"It would surprise you to see the num ber 
and different sorts of people who com e to 
m e to find out if there is any hope of th eir 
becom ing 
tine o ocutionist*. 
Men 
and 
women from all stations in life come for the 
purpose. Manv of them aro stage struck, 
and w ant to study elocution sim ply as a 
I reparatory ?tep to going on the stage. 
O thers are pr< m pted sim ply by a desire to 
become elocut onists, and have no particu- 
ar end in v.ew other than to be fitted to 
give parlor recitations and take p a it in 
am ateur theatiicals. A few com e to me 
and w ant to stuuy elocution fe rtile benefit 
of their lungs, it being an o d theory th a t 
exercise of tuftt sort strengthens the longs. 
It is rath er odd th a t all the people who 
w ant to .study elo ution are afraid to recite 
when they first com e here. 
I have had 
young 
men 
and women, whom I have 
know n to declaim iii public < n more than 
one ocoas on. come here and get all excited 
and unstrung when I would ask th im to re­ 
cite som eth ng. so as to show me w hat they 
could do. It seems to trouble them m uch 
more to recite belore one person than before 
a m ultitude. 
■ "One of the m ost am using cas^s I ever 
had was th a t of a young girl who cam e in 
one day and announced th a t she w anted to 
learn to speak.’ 
I asked her why she 
wished to learn elocution, and she said th a t 
she had decided to go on the stage and 
w anted to talk like the stage people. A fter 
talking to her a while I handed h er a book, 
and, pointing out a certain pass ige. asked 
her to read it tor me. Y'ou m ay im agine 
my surprise when she looked un and said. 
‘Ah, inarm . I can’t read,’ 
She seem ed 
som ew hat disappointed w een I told her she 
m ust learn to read i.efore she could become 
an elocutionist and an actress. 
She w ent 
away asserting she was going to learn to read 
right away, aud sure enough she did. Ai­ 
nu st a year after she cam e in one day and 
announced th at she had learned to read and 
was ready to take le-S( ns from me. I did 
uot lecogni/.e hor at first, but as soon as she 
recalled t e incident I know who she was. 
I gave her the sam e passage which I had 
asiced her to read on her form er visit, and 
she read it off w ith ease and fluency. I 
I found her to be very bright aud she prom­ 
ised to become an unusually good e ocution- 
ist. She took lessons from m e only a short 
while and then w ent off, say ng she was 
going to Chicago to get on the stage, I have 
not heard of her since and she may by this 
tim e be a leading footlight favorite. 
"One of the hest pupils I ever had was a 
youth who cam e in h erefrom some little 
interior country town. 
He looked seedy 
and worn and was long and lanky, and I 
I ad serious m isgivings about him when he 
told me w hat lie was after. I asked him 
to recite som ething aud in res"on» j he de­ 
livered 
The Dream of Eugene Arain’ as 
well as I Ii ad ever heard it recited by an am a­ 
teur. I im m ediately becam e interes cd in 
ii in and found before long th at he was 
naturally an orator. 
He had a splendid 
voice, which he controlled to a nicety, he 
read correctly and b s g esticulatkns were 
alm ost perfect. H i; g o at trouble was e - 
trem edittid nee and nothing wo lid induce 
him to get up and declaim before a crowd. 
He would have m ade a capital actor and I 
advised li m to go on th e staqe, bu t he 
c ald not get his courage up sufficiently to 
m ake the attem pt, and when he left me it 
was to return to his country hom e and clerk 
in a stole. 
Every tim e I think of th at 
young m an selling dry goods over tho 
counter of a country store I feel th a t there 
is talent being throw n away. 
I meet all 
sort* of people and som etim es find the best 
elocutionists w here I expect the worst.”

It is e isy. for 
instance, to believe th a t w hen supposed 
witches were burned a t the stake the very 
atm ' sphere would I e redolent w ith a11 sorts 
of creepy craw ly sensations. W hen imag- 
aginations were sufficiently vivid and m or­ 
bid to con ure u p pie orial representations 
of the m ad orgies of a witch, s’ S ab b ath ; 
when demons, iniDS and fa ries flourished 
as existing and im portant m em bers of so­ 
ciety. and m agic w ai practised as an en­ 
lightened art at whose m ystic shrine weird 
priests—not priestesses—presided, < ne m ay 
readi y conceive th a t m en and women 
m ight be indiscrim inately affected by tho 
prevailing tone of the era. Nowadays we 
treat sue,i ideas w ith derision and con­ 
tem pt. 
The n i’-eteenth century has been pro­ 
nounced the age of m aterialism . O neTery 
si e we hear superstition denounced as a 
farce belonging to tho m iddle ag. s. Re­ 
ligious creeasare said to becrunibling away 
because rational L unkers re.us * longer to 
accept the dogm as of the church. L earn­ 
ing. we are to.d is at variance witli ere. m i­ 
ffy. The atheist, the agnostic, the free­ 
thinker, the individualist rise up and claim 
th at at last supeistition has been tram pled 
u nderfoot: b u t in lite lace of these bold 
assum ptions superstition today flourishes 
in New York drawing-room s and boudoirs 
with alm ost as inn Ii vigor as it "ver did in 
moated grange of m edi val castle. 
Strange to relate, we find women of broad 
culture and the utm ost refinem ent largely 
responsible fur tnis cond Hon of affairs.

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IMAGINARY DISEASES. 


Sufferings of Confirmed Hy­ 
pochondriacs. 


Cancer, Hrart Trouble and Bright’s 


Discase “ In Their Minds.” 


Ills Intensified and Morbid Fancies Dif­ 


ficult to Cure. 


Tho doctors just now are very much inter­ 
ested in a ca e of R woman who died re­ 
cently 
of 
an imaginary cancer. 
The 
Wi m an’s name was Emma Fe ch. and she 
lh cd in Danvers, Mass. Several mont s 
tgo her mother dlbd of a cancer. Immedi­ 
ately after the burial the daughter told her 
friends that she was afflicted with the same 
trouble. She brooded over this uutil she 
became very ill, and physicians were called 
in. Th y assured her that she had no can­ 
cer, hut she would not believe them. She 
told them that she knew berier that she 
was firmly con’, inoed she had a cancer. She 
died in ti at belief. A posi-uiortem exam­ 
ination was made of the young woman's 
body, and not a trace of a cancer or any 
other disease v as found. 
The writer called on a number of prom­ 
inent physicians, and asked them if. among 
their patients, they had many v ho imagined 
they had diseases which they did not have. 
Some very interesting information was ob­ 
tained. 
Tile doctors said it was found to be a very 
common trouble, and that the chief dis­ 
eases these pi ople imagine they have are 
cancer, heart disease and Bright’s disease. 
In the language of the profession, the coin- 
I laint is known as hypo liondriasis. 
It-was found that the disease is often epl- 
demis. At the time of General Grant’s 
sickness and death fjom cancer of the 
throat, and during the illness of the late 
Kaiser Friedrich, hundreds of people with 
nothing serious at all the m atter with them 
called upon Dr. Shrady who attended Gen­ 
eral Giant, aud told him they had cancer 
of the throat coming on and w shed to be 
treated for it. 
One celebrated physician, who made a 
spec ial study of the disease, said that it was 
wortny of note that in alt these cases the 
patient reasons correctly: that is, he draws 
just inferences irorn tho error. Thus (he 
Prince of Bourbon, when he su posed him- 
sell to be a i lent, reasoned ustly when he 
insisted ut ion being watered

every day. In like manner, the hypochon­ 
driac who supposes himself to be dead 
re.; sons with the sam

he stretches his body and limbs on the bed 
or a Icard and assumes the stillness and 
silence o: a dead man 
A highly intelligent lady known to one 
ioctor r lated to him that one day she was 
(calking I ast a public ins itutii n and ob­ 
served a child, iii whom she was particu­ 
larly interested, coming out through an 
lion gate. .She saw that he let go the gate 
after opening it, and that it seemed likely 
to close upon him. and concluded that it 
would do so with 
such 
force 
as 
to 
rrush his ankle: however, this did not 
happen. “ It WM impossible,’’ she said. 
“by word or act to be quick enough 
to meet the supposed emergency, and. in 
fact, I found I c uld not move, for such in­ 
tense p in came on in the ankle, corre­ 
sponding to the one which I thought the 
boy would have injured, that I could only 
nut my hand on it to lessen its extreme 
pa liminess. I am sure I did not move m) as

for. bodings. His appeti e left him. For 
K-veral day lie paced the floor in nu ody 
silence. Evidence of men a1 debt ion then 
< aine on. Ile fatten d himself not only poor 
and idle, but greatly in debt; and next a 
morbid 
conscient ne s 
o 
fraud 
and 
fears o“ exposure took possess on of ins 
iacul ies. In this con Trion o 
body a d 
mind he went to bcd where bo had been 
without food for a week when the doctor 
was first called to see Inin. 
He w aste ry 
poor in per on and sharp featured. Hts 
pulse was very slow, some of the time dow n 
to Mf, even. His lace was turned to the 
wall, and his rcS"lrat:on was slow and some­ 
what signing. When spoken to. lie would 
Bonie' imes draw a long breath, and pres­ 
ently. in a low half-artfcu ated voice, utter 
a brief rep ?. Viewing tho case as 
O n e o f M e n i a l K c l i i i i n a 
rather than physical disease, the doctor’s 
advice was that Hic patient should be taken 
from homo and kept among stranders aud 
strange scones till new and rational ideas 
m ight take the place of old and delusive 
ones, after which it was thought lie would 
take nourishment, and so prevent death. It 
took a whole week to eTcct this ob ect. At 
length the re uctance and iud piston of 
friends was overcome and he was tak. n on 
board the cars on a Saturday noon 
By the 
doctor's dii'iction he stopped for the n ght 
at a sinai) cill. ge w ere he spent Sunday 
walking about tho stree sand talking much 
of tho time. Here he took foot J also-m ore 
than he had done for the we* k 
re -ions, 
hut by his entreat es to return bisson was 
pre , ailed upon to br n ; hint back on Mon­ 
day. 
Again the doctor repeated his advice au l 
urged its adoption, but another physician 
was called in. who, entertaining different 
views of tho case, thought hest that ho 
should 
remain quietly 
at home and 
take medicine. Front that time he gr- w 
more and more ''cr nged and took no it ur- 
tshment under the obstinate delusion that 
food if taken into his stomach would cer­ 
tainly kill him. During ti# latter days of 
Ins I fe he moved about more and wa- ess 
disposed to remain silent.

Hts lan­ 
guage w s copious, but his agitation so 
great that lie could handy utter a sente ace, 
being interrupted ny constant efforts to 
tear his lips to pieces. Tho e with nun 
knew nothing of hun except that they had 
prevented him front beating out lits own 
bra ns. At length He conveyed the infor­ 
mation where Ins distress was. and upon 
which his mind was eluded. 
In lits upper 
lip he said ti ere v as a worm gnaw nu Ii s 
flesh aud penetrating into his bode and un­ 
less he could tear it out Hie worm would 
soon be I evond Ii s reach, and inevitably 
distroy bun. This was the cause of Ins

Argument Is commonly worse than use­ 
less, but t Imre should be a decided mimes- 
s n given that, the generally morbid state 
is due t i ll hea th. The risk of suieHle is 
so small that restri tion of liberty directed 
to his prevention do more harm titan good 
It goes without saying that bad Habits 
should be reformed, narcotics avo dad and 
a health Itll occupation encouraged, or, if 
consulto, ins! ted u on. 
The d faculties In 
treatment are fully as great with the highly

deemed 
entirely 
unnecessary. 
This 
decision was ar: ived at fro u the fact that 
all Republicans in Texas will have an op­ 
portunity of attesting their ; arty loyalty by 
voting for the party s ticket for presidential 
electors. 
Senator Chandler might have 
read ly ascertained this true reason ii he 
had hut read that p auk in the party State 
platform which clear? set it forth in tho 
following worffs: 
*' ii view of the fact that the Republicans 
ofTexa- have already placed a fuff etce­ 
tera ticket rn the field, and the further tact

TRUTHS OF THE TARIFF.

portaat exception, it is self-evident that 
a duty oil imported go ds must raise the 
price of those goods by tho full amount of 
the duty. 
An American manufacturer needs wool to 
be used as raw material in his null. 
He 
buys it through his agent in London, per­ 
haps at 40 cents per pound. Tne duty, we 
will say, is '5 par cent., or 3<J cents per 
p< and. 
The importer must of course add 
this :;o centsTo the first cost in estimating 
the full coit to him. 
Ile must get enough for his cloth to oover 
the extra ' cist of the wool, by reason of the 
tariff tax. If it ti kes three pounds of un­ 
washed W'ol to make a card of cloth, he 
must get :>0 emits a yard for it more thau he 
wou d have to get if there were no tax on 
thewflol. The “jobber” who first buys the 
cloth must pay this PO cents; be, rn turn, 
must collect it from the smaller dealer; that 
dealer must get it from the tailor, and the 
tailer must charre it to the man who wears 
the clothes. This is the way all tariff taxes, 
with the single exception noted, finally 
fas en themselves on the consumer, that is, 
upon every man, woman and child who 
ever buys anything that has been imported. 
Bul tins is not the most serious cost of 
the tariff ta es. W hat costs the most (esti­ 
mated at §1,000.000,000 a year), is the 
“protection” that certain manufacturers 
get from it. 
Every part of the tariff which is pro­ 
tective. not only^idds lo the cost of import­ 
ing good-; from abroad, but adds also to 
the onces ot similar goods that are made in 
this country, 
When a duty is put upon any article, it of 
course operaies as acheck upon the importa­ 
tion of that article, which cannot then be 
imported except at an increased cost. 
lf the original cost was SIO. and the gov­ 
ernment stops rn and levies a duty of *5. 
then the price will have to go up to §15, 
and the consumer will lose the difference. 
But the American manufacturer, who 
was formerly selling at Hie m arket rate of 
•IO, is no longer contented to do so. He 
has now no foreign competition. He is 
‘protected.” He can put up his price! to 
fish Ko wit) out any fear that any “pauper 
goods” of other lands can compete with 
his. 
The net result of this protection, to the 
American manufacturer, is $4.50 extra 
protit. The net result to the American con­ 
sumer is §4.50 loss if he buys tho American 
article, or $0 loss if he buys the imported 
article. 
The proportions may not be just right, 
but this example shows the way the tariff 
takes from the customer and gi es to the 
manufacturer. 
This is “protection.” in 
the aggregate it cannot cost the consumers 
much less than $1,000,000,000 a year, and 
what it takes from the consumers it gives 
to the manufacturers. 
We do not say this to discredit protect­ 
ion. 
We believe 
that there are true 
reasons enough to justiiy moderate, reason­ 
able protection, without resorting to false 
ones. The claim that any o her than the 
consumer pare the cost of protection is a 
false one 
It is sometimes said that high protection 
does not raise prices of goods made in this 
country. 
That is absurd. 
A tariff that 
does not permit such increase of prices is 
non-protoctive. In that case the great cor­ 
porations aud trusts would not care a cent 
whether the tariff is reduced or not. 


R E P U B L IC A N R E C E P T IO N . 


W h y th e H ig h T a r if f w a * Im p o se d 
a n d w h y It Is R e ta in e d , 
When the tariff was first raised, in 1861, 
the act was not justified bv Republicans on 
its merits, nor did they c'aim its high rates 
of dutv to be necessary for the protection of 
our nianulactiirers. 
It was simply as a measure to produce 
needed revenue that it was presented aud 
pass d. 
Mr. M o r r i l l , the father of the act of 
18(51, used these words in the House, when 
urging its passage: “There are no duties 
proposed on any articles for the 'iin p ’e pur­ 
pose of protection alone 
The highest 
duties in the bill are proposed for the pur­ 
pose of revenue. The manufacturer* viipht 
aet alenu vnth lower duties, but we require 
the revenue.” 
T h e re have been three large increase# in 
th e ta r if f ra te s s in c e Mr. M o r r il l s a id that 
th e rates of I Bdl were not needed to pro­ 
te c t o u r m a n u fa c tu re rs . 
Yet today, nearly 24 years after the close 
of the war (which was the excuse for mak- 
in r the tariff so high), the Republican cry 
is that our manufacturers cannot get along 
if these war rates are reduced. 
Tho next imports^! increase in the tariff 
rates was in 1862. 
The very title of the bill which made the 
increase is an apology for it: "A bill in­ 
creasing temporarily the duties on imports, 
aud for other purposes.” 
T hat is over 2 ; years ago, and the party 
that drafted that bill now says iliat the 
word "temporarily” in its title was an error. 
They said “temporarily;” 
they meant 
“l epe:ually.” 
I t w a s loudly and repeatedly claimed in 
1802 by th e Republican *leaders that the 
higher tariff ra te s of the act passed that 
y e a r were only temporarily put on, and 
t h a t th e y were so laid as simply to com­ 
pensate our irianulacturers for the heavy 
special f ix e s levied 011 their products and 
p ro lits for war purposes. 
T h a d d e u s S t e v e n s, the great Pennsyl­ 
vania protectionist, was then chairman of 
th* committee on wars and means, and lie 
pledged himself and his party on the floorof 
the Hi use in 18t;2 that the added duties on 
imported goods were only put on to offset, 
for tho time being, the heavy direct inter­ 
nal taxes imposed on all our manufacturers 
in order to get money to carry on the war. 
Mr. M o r r il l gave the same pledge, and 
so dbl every responsible Republican leader 
of the time. 
No party was ever pledged more solemnly 
to do anything than was the Republican 
party to reduce the tariff rates as soon as 
tile heavy direct taxation of the war period 
was repealed. 
We will quote, to prove this, Mr. A l l is o n , 
who was a promising candidate for the 
presidential nomination of the Republican 
party this year. 
In a speech delivered in Congress, in 
March 1870, Mr. A l l is o n stated the exact 
truth on this point. 
Said Mr. A l l is o n : “It is admitted by all 
that the increase of the tariff was com­ 
menced and carried on upon the basis of 
tho protective duties of the Morrill tariff of 
18(51; the increase of dire* t taxation, added 
to Hie price of domestic manufactures, ren­ 
dered an imrea-ed tariff necessary in order 
to prevent our country being flooded with 
cheaper foreign productions. 
Certainly, 
then, upon the decrease of internal taxa­ 
tion the tariff may be. ami ought to be. de- 
< reared in proportion, the danger being no 
longer in existence which was sought to be 
averted by these increased dut es.” 
Mr. A lliso n went on to say that at least 
a reduction of 20 per c ent, ought to be made 
on the duties then (1870) levied, and he 
added: "Even th s will not be a full equiva­ 
lent f r the removal of all internal taxes 
upon manufactures.” 
Eighteen seats have passed since Mr. 
A lliso n made that declaration. 
But tho tar ft rates are higher today than 
they were then. 
All the special war taxes on manufac­ 
tures are gone. 
None of Hie increased import duties, first 
levied to compensate the manufacture'8 for 
those special war taxes, are gone. 
The hepublican party lifted the burden 
from the 1 acks of the manufacturers long 
ago. But it left the whole load on the 
backs of the consumers. 
That is the Republican policy in a nut­ 
shell—take care of tho protected rings, the 
privileged monopolies, the powerful trusts 
and < ombines ot all kiuds, and let the peo­ 
ple lo. k out for themselves. 
Do not forget that the present high tariff 
rates were put on expressly to make good 
to the manufacturers their extra war taxes. 
W hat were those extra war taxes? 
Why. they were the direct taxes levied 
during the war, under the head of internal 
taxes on e v e ? variety of our domestic 
raw and manufactured products—on coal, 
cotton and crude petroleum ;on boots and 
shoes, cloths of all kinds, and on other 


fabrics; on manufactures of iron, and In 
fact. on about everything turned out in an 
Amenonu fa tory. mill or workshop 
Tho amount of internal taxation collected 
on manufactures and products in tho year 
18tl(> was $127,230.(509. 
T hat was the war load on manufac­ 
turers. to help them bear which the tariff 
rates were advanced in 18(52 and again in 
18(54. 
That load was all lifted, by the repeal of 
tho internal tares. 20 years ago. 
The extra load ot tariff taxes has not yet 
been lifted from the backs of the people, 
who are still paying th in. 
G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d and the Democratic 
party propose now to lift a part of it. 
The Republican party promised, when Hie 
load was firs: put on. that it should betaken 
off. Ii has broken faith with the people, 
and now rails on the Democratic President 
and cries out "free trade” simply because 
tile President is moving in earnest to re­ 
deem the so emu pledges given by the Re­ 
publican party to the people long, long ago. 
The extra war taxes levied on capital 
have gone. 
The extra war taxes levied on labor ought 
to go, too.

The Republican party today is demanding 
that tho high tariff shall not be lowered, 
even though whiskey and tobacco have to 
be freed from all taxation in order to avoid 
the cheapening of clothing and other nec­ 
essaries of lifa 
“No reduction whatever of the sacred 
war tariff.” is the Republican rallyingcry in 
this campaign. 
Yet, ’aa already shown, the Republican 
party has repeatedly pled red itself to the 
people to reduee the war tariff 
It is a m atter of record that, until a very 
short time ago. every Repub lean leader of 
any weight or standing was in favor of a 
lowering of the pre-ent tariff rates by as 
large or larger reductions of duties and 
extensions of the free list as are proposed 
by the Mills bill. 
More than th s. it is a m atter of record that 
the reductions of tariff rates favored by tho 
foremost Republican leaders until quite re­ 
cently were of exactly the same general 
character as those now proposed by Presi­ 
dent C l e v e l a n d and the Democratic party 
in Congress. 
The Mills bill proposes a reduction of the 
average tariff rate from 47 to 40 per cent.; 
the Republican leaders heretofore favored 
as much or more reduction. 
The Mills bill extends the free list by add­ 
ing wool, salt, lumber and other necessary 
articles of da ty use and consumption by 
the common people: the Republican lead­ 
ers heretofore favored exactly the same 
enlargement of the free list. 
Let us quote a few sample utterances of 
Republican leaders to make good these 
assertions. 
Mr. M o r r i l i said in 1870: “Whatever per­ 
centage of duties were imposed upon for­ 
eign goods to oover internal taxes upon 
home manufactures should not now be 
claimed as the lawful prize of protection 
when such tax#' have been repealed.” 
In the spirit of that utterance the Repub­ 
licans reduced the tariff rates IO per cent. 
in 1870. B utin 1875 they c’ap ed that IO 
percent, on again, and today the tariff is a 
great deal h gher than it was when Mr. 
M o r r i l l said (1870) that it ought to I e a 
great deal lower. 
John S h e r m a n of Ohio, ono of the lead­ 
ing candidates of his party for the pres den- 
tial nom nation at every national conven­ 
tion it has held from 1880 to 1888, in- 
elusive, is surely a representative man. 
In 1872 Mr, S h e r m a n said this in Con­ 
gress: "It must be remembered that the 
present duties, taken together, are far in 
excess of what they were before the war. 
and that they have been three timos largely 
increased since the passage of the Morrill 
tariff act of 1861. . , . Such excessive 
protection not only ceases to diversify pro­ 
duction, but forces labor into protected em­ 
ployments. 
If the present rates of duty 
were high enough during ands nee the war, 
when home industry w&< burdened with 
heavy internal taxes—with stamp duties, 
inct me taxes aud high rates on raw ma­ 
terials—then surely they are now too high 
when all these taxes are removed.” 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d is advocating no more 
reduction in 1888 than Mr. S h f .r m a n ad­ 
vocated in 1872. And nobody ever accused 
Mr. S h e r m a n of being a free trader. 
O l iv e r P. M o r t o n , the great war gov­ 
ernor of Indiana, was a leader of his party 
in his day and wad always classed as a pro­ 
tectionist. 
Y'et in 1872 Mr. M o r t o n said in the Sen­ 
ate: "I am strrngiy convinced that we 
snould go further and reduce the tariff in 
material respects upon many other articles. 
The country expects a large reduction; the 
country knows that it can be m ade: the 
country has been promised this reduction, 
and the dominant party here is responsible 
to the country for this reduction and will 
be held responsible if it is riot made.” 
That reduction which Mr. M o r t o n thus 
strongly urged has uot been made yet. The 
Republicans of 1888 are trying to make out 
that Mr. C l e v e l a n d is a Ir e trader, just 
because he thinks that O l iv e r P. M o u t o n 
told the truth in 1872, and that after six­ 
teen years of delay, due to Republican bad 
faith with the people, it is time the war 
tariff was reduced. 
H u g h 
M C u l l o c h . Republican secre­ 
tary of the treasury in 1874, officially said: 
“The existing duties upon raw materials 
which are to be used in manufacture should 
be remo\ ed. This can be done in the inter­ 
est of our foreign trade.” 
The Mills bill does that very thing, and 
the party that counted H u g h M< C u l l o c h 
among its ablest statesmen shrieks “Free 
Trade.” 
President G r a n t was not counted a free­ 
trader, was he? 
No, but in 1874 he sa d this officially to 
Congress: “Those articles which enter into 
our manufactures, and are not produced at 
home, it seems to ipe, should be entered 
free. . . . I will instance lino wools, dyes, 
etc. . . The introduction, free of duty, cf 
such wools as we do not produce would 
stimulate the m anufacture of goods requir­ 
ing the u e of those we do produce, and 
therefore would be a benefit to home pro­ 
duction.” 
That is precisely what the Mills bill pro­ 
poses to do. 
W i l l i a m M cK i n l e y of Ohio, another 
favorite candidate for the presidential nom­ 
ination at Chicago last Jijne. said flatly in 
1882: “The free list might be enlarged 
w tnout affecting 
injuriously 
a 
single 
American interest.” 
Presidents G a r f i e l d and A r t h u r are 
both on record in favor of a lowering of 
tariff rates, and of putting raw materials 
on the free list. 
In his annual message in 1882 President 
A r t h u r declared himself as follows Tho 
present tariff system is in many respects 
unjust. 
It makes 
unequal distribution 
both of its burden an i its benefits. I recom­ 
mend an enlargement of the free list, so as 
to 
include 
within 
it 
the 
numerous 
artich s 
which 
yield an inconsiderable 
revenue, a simplification of the complex 
and incons stent schedule of duties upon 
certain manufactures, particularly those of 
cotton, iron and steel and a substantial re­ 
duction of the duties upon those articles. 
and upon sugar, molasses, silk, wool and 
woollen goods.” 
Tire Mills bill does not go so far as Presi­ 
dent A r t h u r would evidently have gone. 
\ ret the Republicans, who extolled Mr. 
A r t h u r ’s message in 1882. now say that 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d is a free trader, though he 
stands 011 the same ground and holds the 
same views as Mr. A r t h u r did on this 
question. 
The late General J o h n A. L o g a n , candi­ 
date for vice president in 1884, was not 
ranked as a free trader, was he? 
No, he never was, but in the Senate in 
1870, in speaking of the tariff, he said 
this; “When a gentleman stands up 011 this 
floor and tells me that this high, this ex­ 
traordinarily high tariff is for the protec­ 
tion of the laboring men of this country 
who are not skilled laborers. I* to 11 him I do 
not understand how he can possibly sub­ 
stantiate such a theory.” 
Well, “the extraordinarily high tariff,” as 
General L o g a n called it in 1870, is still 
higher in 1888. 
The Republican tariff commission, ap­ 
pointed in 1882. declared m its report that 


a reduction of from 20 to 25 per cent, of the 
existing tariff rales wa* just an I desirable. 
The bill which the Republican 
party 
pas cd in pursuance of that report raised 
tho duties about 7 per cent., which the com­ 
mission controlled as it was by Republican 
protectionists) declared should bo reduced 
by from „’0 to 25 per cent. 
Tho Mills bill pron#** a redaction of 7 per 
cent, upon a 47 per cent, tariff. 
Tho Republican tariff commission said 
six years ago that the reduction ought to bo 
three times as much. 
Yet tho Republican party sets tip the 
ridiculous cry of “Free Trade” over a lower­ 
ing of tho tariff that is much smaller and 
more cautiously made than that whim 
ne trly all their own leaders and presidents 
have strongly recommended. 
Will the mass of the people lie deceived 
by such a palpably insincere aud dishonest 
cry as that? 
Huffily, Mr. Blaine, hardly!

The backbone of the Democratic proposi­ 
tion is tho abolition of the tariff taxes on 
wool. 
They are the taxes which most distribute 
themselves among the people. They add at 
least 25 per cent, to the cost of all grades of 
woollen clothing. They add also to Ilia cost 
of blankets a d of carpets. 
It was imperatively needful to reduce the 
swollen revenues by reducing or abolishing 
sonic of tho tariff taxes. The Democratic 
party has chosen to abolish the duty on this 
prime necessar', wool, first of all. 
The government divides wools into three 
classes and assesses a diff erent rate of duty 
on e ch. 
Tile first class comprises the wools suited 
for c othing. 
On every $100 worth of wool of this class, 
worth .'50 cents per pound, the tariff tax is 
now 854.78. 
The Mills bill makes it free of tax. 
If the Mills bill should beoome a law $26 
would go as far in the purchase of these 
wools as $38.70 goes now. 
A man earning $2.50 per day could then 
purchase as much wool in clothes with IO 
days’ labor as he can now purchase with 
IK1' davs’ labor. The man now works IO 
days for clothes and 5‘a da s for nothing. 
Dr. to put it in still other form when a 
man nays $3,87 for those wools be gets but 
$2.50 worth of wool and $1.37 of what has 
been aptly called "tariff wind-pudding”— 
that is, nothing at all. 
The abolition of this $1.37 of tax on every 
$2.50 worth of this kind of wool would be 
an important saving for every man, woman 
and t hilt! who wears woollen clothes. 
The second clare of wool is called “comb­ 
ing wool ” It is such wool as is commonly 
used for blankets. 
The tariff tax on this kind of wool, worth 
30 cents per pound, is $43.28 on every $100 
worth, 
In other words, every $143.23 expended 
for this wool pays for but $100 worth of 
wool, and $43.28 of tax. 
The abolition of this tax will be an im­ 
portant saving to a1 who use blankets 
Third class wool, known as carpet wool, 
pays a tax varying from $24.98 to $41.77 
per $10f) worth, according to grade aud 
Condition. 
The MMls bill would make It 
all free of duty, so that $100 in money will 
purchase$100 worth of wool; not, as now, 
SCO worth of wool and $40 worth of tax. 
The abolit on of the tax on carpet wools 
would be an important saving to all who 
buy carpets. It would diminish the cost of 
making them, and so reduce tho price by 
,,ust the amount of the duty. A lin'st all 
carpet wools are imported, none of conse­ 
quence being produced in this country. 
We have thus far spoken of the abolition 
of the wool duties only as it a f ect* the peo­ 
ple who use or 
"consume” 
clothing, 
blankets and carpets. But the manufac­ 
turers of these goods would also receive a 
benefit. 
They would get their raw material 
cheaper. 
That would enable them to sell clothing 
and blankets at. lower prices, while paying 
the same wages and getting the same profit. 
Selling at lower prices they could sell 
more goods , for people could afford to buy 
more. Teat would increase both their prof­ 
its and their ability to pay high wages. 
Not only that, but with tho cheaper pro­ 
duction resulting from the abolition of the 
tax, American manufacturers could send 
their products all over the world. They 
cannot do so now, because tho tax on wool 
adds so much to tho costof the goods. They 
cannot compete with Engli>h manufact­ 
urers who pay no tax or. wool. 
Only a few years ago the man who is now 
secretary of the Home Market Club de­ 
clared that the taxes on wool were "false 
protection.” He was right. They discrimi­ 
nate aga list American and in favor of Eng­ 
lish manufacturers. 
There is plenty of Republican authority 
that might be quoted in support of free 
wool, uttered before that party was driven 
to its present ridiculous position. 
Mr. H e r b e r t R a d c l y f k k , secretary of 
the Home Market Club, said in 1878. speak­ 
ing to wool manufacturers: “Free wool 
moans tire emancipation of the wool manu­ 
facturing interests, cheap clothing, export 
trade in woollens a revival of American 
commerce; free wool means the prosperity 
of 
all—consumers, 
farmers, 
manufact­ 
urers.” 
W il l ia m D. K e l l e y , tire high priest of 
protection, said in 180(5: “Let the raw 
material come in. Let us make blankets 
that will dri - e out English blankets.” 
H u g h M< C u l l o c h , tho late Republican 
secretary o the treasury, said: “The exist­ 
ing duties on raw materials which are to be 
used in manufacture should be removed.” 
Senator Dawks of Massachusetts said, 
June 29,18(56: “If you levy duty on the raw 
mat rial you discriminate against American 
labor.” 
“I recommend an enlargement of the free 
list.’’ said l’resiilent A. un 1:. 
Three years ago the National Association 
of Wool Manu acture.1#, which includes 
nearly all the larqe manufacturers in the 
country, addressed to the secretary of the 
treasury a lengthy appeal for iree wool. 
New England's maim acturing industries, 
as well as New England’s population, need 
tree wool. The Democrats would give it to 
them ; tho Republicans would withhold it, 
and free tobacco instead. 


The Im pulse to Murder. 
[Memphis Avalanche.] 
It is a m atter of something more than 
idle curiosity to know how many men with 
murder in their hearts and p.stole in their 
pockets are running about the city looking 
for victims. 
The young man Lane, who shot and killed 
young Brown I st night, started out from 
Ii mo after eating Ins supper, with the de­ 
liberate purpose of killing a man. It took 
him some time to choose a victim. To de­ 
cide was to act 
Having obeyed the im­ 
pulse to murder, he made little resistance 
to arrest aud feels no regret. He hopes the 
soul of his vict rn is in heaven, but would 
probably feel no remorse if he knew that ,t 
would go down to perdition. As he was 
obliged to kill some one, he reasons that it 
is a m atter of indifference who it was, so 
long as the deed was thoroughly done. 
It is case for the law books. But it will 
be but ono of a large col ection. Among 
similar cases is one which was used in an 
argument made in the criminal court of 
this county a short time ago. It wiil doubt­ 
less be recalled bv an well-read member of 
lite bar. The defendant in the case cited 
was walking along the public highway, 
with his gun over his shoulder. He had 
been hunting. Ho saw a man asleep under 
a tree, took deliberate airn and tired, killing 
hint instantly. He admitted th at he led 
never seen nor heard of the man b fore an I 
that he had fired simply because thetaiget 
was a good one. H e w s seized by an impulse 
ho could not resist. 
The que lion is not so much to determine 
from what curious source springs them ur- 
de.ous impulse, but to decide upon some 
means of prevention. 
The law does not 
provide for the incarceration of insane 
murderers, unless it is sh wn that the mur­ 
derous dis osition still exists. Something 
is wrong. The lawmakers are at fault, and 
yet it is not easy to suggest a proper statute. 
It will hardly be argued by an> one that a 
( rime committed by a person wno is insane 
should be punished as it would be if lie 
were sane, or one who entirely recovers his 
mental e ruilibrium should be f reed to re­ 
main til confinement. The difficulty comes 
at last n determining wnether or not the 
rn nd is diseased. \e iy I ttle progress lias 
been made in the studvof insanity, but, on 
the eontrat?. the opinion is gain ng ground 
thai a1) men have a streak of insanity, aud 
that being I rue, juries may be themselves 
at fault, aud no man may sit in judgment 
upon his fellows.

K n o w t h a t t h e C h a r i o t o f O ld 
was sometimes a sculptured brilliancy 
made out of ivory, sometimes of solid 
silver, aud rolled on two wheels which 
wi re fastened lo tho axle by stout pins. ired 
tho awful defeat of Oenomaus by Peiops 
was caused by the fact that a traitorous 
chati teer had inserted a finch pin of wax 
instead of a finch p n of iron. All of the six 
hundred chariots of Pharaoh lost their finch 
1 ins rn the Red sea, for the Bible sa s, "The 
Lord took off their wheels.”

B IC Y C L E S FOR SOLDIERS. 


Corps of th e E n u lls h V o lu n tee rs 
Sc not inti A b o u t in L iv e ly F ash ion . 
[New A’(irk Sun.] 
The bicycle force that has been organized 
in c intention w,th the English volunteers 
recently had its soeond field manoeuvres, 
tho first having been held at Easter. Rainy 
and 
disagreeable weather 
embarrassed 
the 
troops 
on 
each of 
those 
dates, 
but 
the 
result 
ot 
the 
turnout 
has 
been very satisfact Ty. 
On the ret rent 
trials tho men covered about IOO miles in 
48 hours, lighting, scouting aud camping 
bv the way, There were 17 officers and 77 
mon out, made un of representatives of a 
number of tjje lead ng volunteer regiments. 
The force was divided into two bod es, one 
retreating and tho other following it. At 
frequent intervals tho retreating force 
made 
stands 
at 
bridges 
and 
other 
eligible joints of defence, and the pur 
suers 
were 
compelled 
to 
halt, 
dis 
mount, 'end out a skirmish line, and per- 
torm all tho other preliminaries of at­ 
tack, as though in active war. It was found 
that two or three men left behind by the 
retreating body could make a show of force 
at a bridge that w< uld greatly delay the ad­ 
vance of a pursuing force, and then could 
mount and swiftly ride away under ' over 
of a hedge and escape to the main body. 
This ability to light and run away with 
greater facility than the ordinary infantry­ 
man is one of tho chief points urged by the 
bicyclers in favor of tho new .’arm .” It is 
said that scouting 
aud 
reconnoitering 
parties mounted upon bicycles oould do 
much more effrectiv work without rink of 
capture than men on foot. In these man » u- 
vres, although the^ retreating terce num ­ 
bered brit three officers aud 12 men. they 
succeeded iii delaying the pursuers so that 
it took them three hours to cover a distance 
easily made in Ie s than t wo wnen no obsta­ 
cles are interposed Three of the retreating 
force dallied too long at a bridge, and were 
ridden down aud captured by a detachment 
of the em my. There were no other losses. 
The chief difficulty exp rienced was due to 
the number of parallel roads occasionally 
converging that ran through tire country 
trave: sod. 
The retreat ng party had to 
keep scouts constantly ahead picking up 
the lay of iho 'and aud bringing in reports. 
to protect tlieimelvcs from the danger of 
being flanked on some ot there roads and 
cut off entirely at a converging 1 oint. In a 
country with < ne good mai l road and but 
few sido roads the success of a bicycle corps 
in obstructing the passage of an enemy 
would be much greater. Hic d e s hay not 
yet been introduced in the British regular 
army, but if their success ain.mg the volun­ 
teers continues iriis expected that a similar 
corps will be organized in each regular 
regiment.

She May Be the Accomplice of a Band

N ew York, Kept. 29.—A special to th* 
Herald from Baris says that Mrs. Pavan 
Stevens was robbed recently of an enor­ 
mous

of diamonds, 
five dia­ 
mond 
rings.

rubies and Mack 
pearl#, 
two 
pairs of solitaire diamond earrings, sol­ 
itaire diamond brooch, a butterfly of dia­ 
monds, two diamond sprays and a splendid 
collier de chien of pearls aud diamond* 
Tire intrinsic value of the stolen jewels i* 
over $ 100,000. 
in an interview last night, Mrs. Stevens 
said: 
“I have seen something of thieve# in my 
time. both big and little. If I wish to open 
my mouth I could drop a bombshell into 
Now York society. I may do it some day. 
But this present experience has upset me 
more than anything I have ever yet known. 
Let American ladies take warning. I am 
left without rings or jewels or anything. No 
money can replace my loss. The solitaire 
diamond brooch was left me expressly in 
my husband’s will, and everything stolen 
had a special value from family associa­ 
tions.” 
An investigation was begun yesterday at 
tho Rue du Mont-Thabor police station. 
Mrs. Stevens savs that some of the jewels 
were >to!en in Germany, other# in Italy and 
others I rom the Hotel Continental, where 
Mrs. Stevens loft some ol hor \ aluables dur­ 
ing her recent v sit to London. There are 
several clews to the thief, but the police 
now are carefully watching a young woman 
hailing from Italy who speaks French with 
am ire Parisian accent, ami who for years 
past ha# teen giving admirable satisfaction 
a Mrs. Stevens’ maid. She has many male 
admirers. She says she is innocent, but cir­ 
cumstantial evidence is strongly against 
her, as she was the only person who had 
access to the valuables 
Another theory is til at a band of Ameri­ 
can or English thieves are the real robbers, 
but that they have worked so adroitly as to 
throw all suspicions on the maid. Both Mrs. 
Stevens and the police reem utterly at a 
loss to fix upon any conclusive evidence., 
The affair create* a sensation iu Paris. 
and all Americans now deposit their rewei# 
with then hankers. A hotel clerk says that 
rich Americans are robbed every year in 
Paris. General y there is a woman in the 
case, and she is sure to ire a pretty "ne. sh* 
is well dressed and charming, and makes 
lot# of friends among the guests 'n the large 
hotels. Suddenly she disappears, and no 
one dreams that she was tire agent of a most 
dangerous band 01 thieves. 
At present such a woman is at the Hotel 
Continental, mid sire is believed to be tho 
wife of one of New Yoik’s most daring 
crooks. Under var ous false names she has 
penetrated into good society in London and 
Paris. She has been implicated in more 
than one shady enterprise, and recently 
was on the best of Perms with Mrs. Paran 
Stevens. A reporter saw her last evening 
at the Hotel Continental. She is very hand­ 
some looks ss nuo rent as a child, and, if a 
rogue, she is a clever one. I he theory is 
that bands of conspirators, with ladies’ 
maids a- accomplices, are now exploiting 
Paris, and Americans coming t o .Europe 
should be warned in time.
